‘Talk Heard of Combining G. A. R. 
and U. C. V.—Formal Exercises 
Opened in Mammoth Tent.

GETTYSBURG, July 1.—There was an 
old man with a gray beard walking up 
Cemetery Ridge in the broiling sun of 
to-day, and he had with him a number 
of other old men. All of them wore the 
Confederate gray, but he was the lead- 
er, and they deferred to him because 
he had been in Pickett’s charge and 
thev were among the unhappy regiments 
that had to wait back there on Seminary 
Ridge and watch Pickett’s men go for- 
ward. 

But the old man had another title to 
consideration. Not only was he in 
Pickett’s charge, but he was in the 
fight at the Bloody Angle, where Pick- 
ett’s men all but got over Cemetery 
Ridge, and he was wounded there. He 
had come to show the luckless men who 
had watched him and his comrades run 
up that ridge where they had gone. It

Along Cemetery 
other scouting 


Ridge were several 
parties, old Union and 
Confederate soldiers, all bent on simi- 
lar missions. One Union soldier had 
loitered behind the squad that he was 
with, and while he was standing there, 
with his hands clasped behind him,

came up. 
“The place is right here,’’ said the 


leader. ‘‘ This is the Bloody Angle, and 
now. I would have died if it hadn’t been 
for a Union soldier, who saved my life. 
I’ve often wished I could see him, but 
I never saw him after that day.” 


‘“ You Are the Man.” 


The old Federal turned around and 
surveyed him with placid interest. 

“That's a funny coincidence,” he re- 
marked. ‘‘I was at the Bloody Anglc, 
too, and there was a Rebel there wh? 
was pretty badly hurt. I first gave him 
@ drink of water, and then I took him 
upon my back and carried him out 
of the line of fire to the field hospital. 
Séme other Union soldiers must have 


been doing something like that to you 
at the same time.” 

“But, my God,’ cried the Confed- 
erate, “that’s just what that Yankee 
did for me. There couidn’t have been 
two cases just like that at the same 
time. Let me look at you.” 

He grabbed the Yankee by the 
shoulder and looked at him long and 
earnestly. 

“You are the man,” he said. Fur- 
ther inquiry put it beyond a doubt. The 
Confederate was A. C. Smith of the 
Fifty-sixth Virginia, a part of Garnett’s 
gallant brigade, and the Union man 
was Albert N. Hamilton of the Seventy- 
; second Pennsylvania. By a little com- 

arison of notes it was made certain 

hat it was Hamilton -who had saved 
Smith as he sank under the Union fire} 
at the Bloody Angle. 

That was the keynote of to-day’s 
celebration of the Battle of Gettysburg. | 
There was a formal opening in the big | 
tent, with speeches by Secretary of 
War Garrison and _ others, but that 
wasn’t the event. The event was the 
hunting up of the man who shot you, 
,ff you could find him, and if you 
i n’t, then the hunting up of the 
‘Man whose regiment fought yours. 
‘There was an amazing number of such 
reunions. 


Coincidence Again. 


An old Virginia soldier, who had got} 
into camp late, wandered through the | 
thousands of tents last night trying to} 


{ 
find out where he was located. His idea} 
was to open each tent flap he saw andj; 
ask the occupant where he could find} 
his regiment. As it would take probably 
@ month to make the rounds this did not 
look like a very hopeful prospect, but 
the old man persevered. As he opened 
the fifth tenth flap on his travels and} 
explained his trouble a man inside asked } 
him what regiment he belonged to: 

““The Twenty-eighth Virginia,” he an- 
swered. 

“The devil you did!’ said the man 
inside. ‘‘ Do you know what became of 
your regimental flag?”’ 

**T don’t,”’ said the old Confederate. 
“You see, I was with Armistead’s bri- 

de, the one that got into the Yankee 
ieee when Pickett made his charge and 
made what they call the ‘high-water 
mark of the rebellion.’ I don’t rightly 
remember just what happened to the 
flag after we jumped into those Yankee 
batteries, but I think some of you 
Yankees got it.” 

“We Aid,” said the man in the tent. 
“I'm Capt. T. H. Pressnal of Company 
F, First Minnesota. We captured your 
flag, and we've got it now in St. Paul. 
The other fellows in this tent will be in| 
in a minute, and all of them belonged to} 
the regiment that got your flag. We've} 
‘got a spare blanket here ,and you'll) 
never find your tent to-night. Come in 
and bunk with us.” 

As the old Confederate was leaving 
this morning to find his own quarters, 
after he and his Minnesota friends had} 
fought the battle over most of the night, 
he said: 

“T’m sorry we lost that flag, but if 
we had to lose it, I’m glad it was you 
fellows who got it.”’ 


Confederate Gray Popular. 


The Rebel gray is a popular color in 
Gettysburg. Any man who wears it is 
sure of a tumultuous greeting from all 


the old men in blue who can get within 
gunshot of him. All through the streets 
to-day the same picture was being re- 
peated every moment—some old man in 
gray°coming along and being instantly 
ounced upon by half a dozen men in 
lue and being borne off in triumph. It 
is a real reunion, the genuine article. 
Col. W. D. Mann of New York, who 
was in the Seventh Michigan at Gettys- 
burg. spent the day trying to locate 
folks from whom he got the flag of| 
the Fiftv-fifth Virginia. He got it him- 
self at Hanover, in tne fight between 
the cavalry commands as they neared 
Gettysburg.

DUMMY HOLDER REBELS. 


Down for 5,000 Shares and More of 
Frisco and Won’t Submit. 


When the Frisco Railroad stock. books 
were opened for examination in St. 
Louis last week it was shown that a 
little more than half of the capital stock 
issued was held in this city and one 
very impressive block was credited to 
Arthur Livingston Van Vechten of 
Elizabeth, N. J. The printing of the 
list of holdings in THE NEW YORK 
Times was followed by the receipt of 
this letter: 

J'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

Kindly correct the statement that I hold 
five thousand shares of the common stock 
and six hundred of the second preferred 

stock of the ’Frisco Railroad. 

The facts of the matter are that I am 
what is known in Wall Street as a dummy 
stockholder, the stock having been kept in 
my name without my consent. 

ARTHUR LIVINGSTON VAN VECHTEN. 

In quest of an explanation of the ag- 
grieved tone of this note young Mr. Van 
Vechter was sought last evening at his 
home, 1,267 Clinton Place, Elizabeth, 
In answer to the question as to why 
he objected to being listed as a stock- 
holder he expressed the fear that it 
“would hurt his credit.”. The stock 
had been put in his name, he explained, 
some two and a half years ago, when 
he was a clerk in the brokerage offices 
of Huhn, Edey & Co. This had been 
done for the convenience of B. F. 
Yoakum, and to his own great reluct- 
ance, He forgot all about it, however, 
until the newspapers spread the stories 
of the receivership, when he became 
greatly distressed and appealed to the 
Yoakum brokers to “‘ let him out.’? They 
had promised to present his petition to 
Mr. Yoakum’s secretary, but nothing 
seemed to come of it. As to why he 
feared his connection, however remote, 
with the ill-starred Frisco would hurt 
his credit he would only repeat that he 
wanted to have nothing to do with the 


whole crowd. He Is now in the iron 
business with his father in Sullivan 
Street. 

Most Wall Street clerks feel a certain 
pride in being listed as stockholders, 
and the opportunity comes often, so 
much in favor is that form of conceal- 
ing ownership. Wall Street still recalls, 
with a smile, how a small clerk in the

LONDON, July 1.—The fifth day’s 
hearing to-day of the “ million pounds 
will case,” the action of the relatives 
of the late Sir John Murray Scott 
against Lord-and Lady Sackville, be- 
gan with a sensation. F. E. Smith, 
M. P., K. C., who would, it was expect- 
ed, call another important witness this 
morning, announced that his case for 
the Scotts was closed. 

Sir Edward Carson then began his 
address to the jury on behalf of Lord 
and Lady Sackville: He referred to 
Mr. Smith’s “ vitriolic blackwashing of 
thejr characters by trivialities magni- 
fied by his eloquence and incidents en- 
larged by his great powers of mesmer- 
ism and fascination.” 

Sir Edward maintained the same 
note of sarcasm throughout his speech 
until he came to Major Arbuthnot's 
evidence, which, he declared, was un- 
reliable and untrue from beginning to 
end. 

Sir Edward then called Lady Sack- 
ville, who was attired in black. 

Describing incidents which occurred 


d during a visit of herself, her father, 
He husband, and daughter, then 7 years 


old, to Finavon, Sir John Scott’s Scot- 
tish seat, Lady Sackville said Sir John 
told her that his sisters objected to her 
going to her father’s room at night. 
She said: 

“My father had a stiff neck, and I 
used to go to his room to see him be- 
fore I went to bed. My hair is very 
thick, and I used to take it down and 
go in a dressing gown. Sir John said 
he thought it better that I did not 
walk about the house with my hair 
down like that, as the girls did not 
think it nice.” 

Walter Scott, brother of Sir John, 
arrived at Finavon later. He has been 
one of the chief witnesses against 
Lady Sackville, who. to-day proceeded 
to tell how. he made love to her. r 

“What was Mr. Walter Scott's de- 
meanor?” asked Sir Edward Carson. 

“T did not notice very much. about 
it,” replied Lady Sackville, “ but my 
father spoke to me, saying: ‘ That fel- 
low’s in love with you. He is looking 
at you all day long, and as soon as 
you go out he follows you.’ I saw I 
was very much watched by this man, 
and did not like it. It got soon so that 
I could not leave the house without 
his being behind me. It was extremely 
uncomfortable. 

“One day I said: ‘ Look here, I don’t 
like this. My father has noticed rou 
are all the time gazing at me. I am 
not that sort of person. I don’t want 
it to goon. You must leave me alone.’ 
He said: ‘I am very much in love 
with you. You must have guessed it.’” 

Lady Sackville, according to her evi- 
dence, said she had not guessed any- 
thing of the kind. She added that the 
next day Mr. Scott began the same 
sort of thing and said to her, ‘ You 
mustn’t let Johnny (his brother) be in 
love with you.” , 

“TI told him,” said Lady, Sackville, 
“the same\, #efore—that I was very 
happy in my married life and did not 
want anybody else.” 

Lady Sackville then told how Walter 
Scott visited her at her London house. 
“He went on his knees,” she said, 
“and poured out his love for me. He 
began to clasp me around the kneés, 
and I told him I should have to tell my 
husband if he went on like that. He 
said, ‘I love you, love you!’ and fol- 
lowed me across the room on_ his 
knees. I went to: my husband's room 
and told him, saying, ‘He (Walter 
Scott) is on his knees in the drawing 
room. Go and kick him.’ ”

LONDON, July 1.—Lady Sackville and 
her family to-day entered a general de- 
nial of the allegations made by the rel- 
atives orf the late Sir John Murray Scott 
that they had influenced Sir John to 
leave to them the bulk of his fortune, 
or that Lady Sackville had alienated 
him from his family. Since the suit 
opened last week interest in the pro- 
ceedings has increased day by day. 

Sir Edward Carson, counsel for the 
Sackvilles, to-day asked the Judge to 
declare thet no evidence had been 
brought forward to show the existence 
of a codicil to the will which Sir John 
Murray-Scott was alleged to have made 
in 1910 or 1911, revoking the legacy to 
Lady Sackville, or that there was any 
evidence of fraud or undue influence 
against the Sackvilles. 

The Judge, however, decided that the 
case must go to the jury. 

Sir Edward Carson contended that 
after making his. will Sir John Scott 
had executed codicils that left more 
money to his family than the original 
will had done, and that he liberally pro- 
vided for them during his life from 
money which had come to him from a 
stranger, Lady Wallace. All the evi- 
dence, said counsel, showed that the 
Sackvilles had used no undue influence. 

During the reading of farewell letters 
from Sir John Scott to Lady Sackville, 
in which Sir John tWice repeated that 
he rejoiced to have some one to whom 
he could confide his fine things, Lady 
Sackville was overcome with emotion.

Falling Temperatures in the 
Lake Regions Should Alle- 
viate Local Conditions. 


The heat wave which broiled the lake 
region and the Middle West on Monday 
swept down-upon New York yesterday, 
bringing more discomfort and suffering 
than haye been experienced on any pre- 
vious day this Summer. Two deaths 
and over forty prostrations from the 
heat had been reported up to a late 
hour last night. There were, however, 
many cases of heat 'prostration that did 
net find their way into hospital or police 
records. ; 

The day developed a maximum tem- 
perature of 91 degrees at 3:30 o’clock 
in the cfternoon, which equaled the 
highest temperature of this year, re- 
corded on June 16. It was not, how- 
ever. a record for July 1’in the annals 
of the local Weather Bureau. In 1872, 
July 1 showed a maximum temperature 
of 95 degrees, and in 1898 the day had a 
maximum of 93 degrees. 

The weather forecaster ‘neld out prom- 
ise. of somewhat cooler weather for to- 
day, saying that the temperature prob- 
ably would not rise higher than 85 de- 


grees.. The temperature throughout the 
lake region and the Middle West, he 
said, was falling, and New York would 
feel the effects of tnat decline pres- 
ently. There will probably be local 
thunder showers this afternoon or to- 


ry 

he high temperature was not accom- 
panied yesterday by much humidity. The 
maximum humidity was recorded at & 
o’clock in the morning as 80 per cent. 
The minimum was 54 per cent. at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. By 8 o’clock 
last nignt, however, the humidity had 
risen to 74 per cent. There was a brisk 
southwest wind almost all day™.It was 
blowing at the rate of twenty miles an 
hour at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The minimum temperature yesterday 
was 68 degrees at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Thereafter there was a steady rise 
in temperature unti) at 8:30 o’clock the 
heat record of the season was equaled 
with 91 degrees. Following is the hourly 
temperature record yesterday:

Most of these 
cases were treated at Bellevue. In 
Brooklyn. the. police reported thirteen 
cases. Cases in the Bronx completed the 
total.

HEAT CAUSES BOSTON RIOT. 


BOSTON, July 1—A man died and 
more than fifty collapsed here to-day 
and to-night from the extreme heat. It 
was the hottest day in a year. Officially 
the maximum temperature was 96, but 
thermometers in many places indicated 
over 100 degrees. Business in many cases 


stopped at that point. The humidity 
was above normal. 

The heat was responsible for a riot 
late in the day, in which several per- 
sons were stabbed. A woman fell in a 
South End street under the effects of 
high, humidity and high temperature, 
and a crowd gathered. Two children 
who had pressed in to see more clearly 
fought. hey represented hostile fac- 
tions in the Syrian colony in the neigh- 
borhood. Their respective sides soon 
were taken by relatives and friends, who 
waged a spirited fight about the body of 
the prostrate woman. Knives were used, 
broomsticks were wielded as clubs, and 
sticks and stones flew. 

Only two injuries were reported in the 
hospital, but many hurts were nursed 
behind closed doors, while the police | 
were looking for the combatants. An 
arrest was made. 

Of the fifty or more prostrations seven- 
teen occurred at Revere Beach, where 
thousands prygnt vainly refuge from the 
sun’s rays. enty-five were recorded 


in Boston proper. 


LBANY, July 1.—With the official 
ifeomutneter registering 94 degrees and 
thermometers in the _ street climbing 
above the 100 mark, Albany to-day ex- 
perienced the hottest day of the year. 


MIRA, July 1.—Heat records for 
uae oaace were broken to-day in the 
Chemung Valley. At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, official thermometers reg- 
istered 98 degrees, and in parts of the 
city the mercury reached 110. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—Although the heat 
wave was broken last night and the Gov- 
ernment thermometer indicated 79. de- 





‘grees to-day, ten additional deaths were 


reported to the Coroner this forenoon 
of persons previously stricken. 


CINCINNATI, July 1.—Three deaths 
and twenty prostrations from the heat 
were. reported to-day. Relief came at 4 
o’clock, when a northeast wind brought 
thunder showers.

WIRETAPPERS 


Charlotte Merchant Intended to 
Wager on “inside ”’ Tips, but 
J.W. Osborne Stopped Him. 





To James W. Osborne’s acquaintance 
with the snares and pitfalls put by city 
sharks: in the path of visiting country 
gentlemen, Edward Lee Baxter Davison 
owes the good fortune that he still is a 
wealthy merchant of Charlotte, N. C. 

On June 22 Mr. Davison, on his way 
to Europe with a $10,000 draft in his 
pocket, arrived in this city and put up 
at the Hotel Martinique, intending to 
sail on the Anchor Line steamship leav- 
ing on Tuesday, June 26. Inthe corridor 
of the hotel he became acquainted with 
a friendly man who introduced himself 
as John Jones, and presently he ac- 
cepted Jones's invitation to take a walk 
in Central Park. 

In the Park they met a friend of 
Jones, called George Harris, a very nat- 
tily dressed fellow almost as friendly 
as the friendly Jones. The trio later 
adjourned to the café of the Waldorf, 
where, over sparkling glasses, Harris 
displayed so large a roll of yellow-backs 
that the man from North Carolina began 
to think his own $10,00C draft was a 
paltry amount in the big city. Harris, 
he says, explained that he had won his 
roll by judiciously playing the ‘‘ ponies,’ 
with the help of inside information, and 
after much urging on the part of Jones 
he consented to let him and Davison 
place a Jittle money on a race to be run 
that afteraoon. ‘ 

According to Davison, he and Jones 
put up $1, and Harris, leaving them for 
a short time, presently returned, an- 
nouncing that they had both won. Suc- 
cess spyrred them on to more betting, 
and several wagers of $5 each were 
made, each with equal success, Each 
time Harris, according to Davison, 
went away for a short time, and re- 


‘turned with the harvests of victory. 


Finally, sure that he had at last struck 
a quicker and surer road to riches than 
any south of Mason and Dixon’s line, 
Davison put up an express order for 


$700—and lost. 

His sporting blood was stirred, how- 
ever, and the Southerner offered to 
place a bigger bet than before—$10,000, 
But Jones and Harris, he says, wefe in 
doubt about the. validity of hig” draft 
and” consented to take his bet’ only’ if 
he would go back to his home and get 
it cashed, returning to New York with 
indisputable coin of the realm. 

Davison, believing the men were hon- 
est, immediately returned to Charlotte 
and drew his $10,000. 

By mere chance, before he returned 
North with the money, he dropped in 
on Frank Osborne, a brother of James 
W. Osborne, one of his neighbors, and 
told, him how he was going to make 
easy monéy. Osborne became _ suspi- 
cious and advised his oversanguine 
neighbor to call on his brother James 
as soon as. he reached New York, be- 
fore making any money through Jones 
and Harris. 

Davison followed his neighbor's ad- 
vice, and when James W. Osborne got 
through laughing he directed the South- 
erner to Second Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner Dougherty’s office. Dougherty, 
after hearing the story, telegraphed to 
Frank Osborne at Charlotte, instructing 
nim to telegraph to Jones and Harris, 
who had given Davison their address as 
the Breslin, that Davison would arrive 
in this city on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road yesterday morning. 

Yesterday morning Davison, with Cen- 
tral Office Detective Vancott, went to 
Newark and got aboard the incoming 
Southern train of the Pennsylvania. 
Tne detective was a short distance be- 
hind Davison when the Southerner 
alighted at the Pennsylvania Station 
and walked into the welcoming arms of 
Jones and Harris. Just as the visitor 
and his friendly hosts were about to get 
into a taxicab Vancott stepped up and 
placed the two welcomers under arrest. 

At Police Headquarters the two men 
had no sooner entered Deputy Commis- 
sioner Dougherty’s office than one of 
them was picked out by Inspector Fau- 
rot of the Detective Bureau as George 
Harris, alias the California Kid, alias 
Louis Waxenberg, who, according to the 
police records, was convicted in. London 
under the name of George Hobart on 
July 29, 1909, of swindling and was sen- 
tenced to serve two years and six 
months in prison. 

Harris himself declared Faurot’s guess 
at his identity a very accurate and 
clever one. Jones refused to say any- 
thing except that he did not know why 
he had been arrested. 

Both men were charged with sus- 
nee grand larceny on the basis of 

avison’s loss of $700. Commissioner 
Dougherty was inclined to helieve that 
the two men had also separated Samuel 
Clark, a seeker of rapid riches, from 
Gilt Bend, Ariz., from $2,000, which he 
had up to June 20, when he was taken 
to see the sights of the city in Central 
Park. 

Jones and Harris were held, in default 
of $3,000 bail, by Magistrate Marsh in 
the Jefferson Market Court yesterday 
for examination on July 3.°

An explanation of the failure on the 
part of the Mexican Foreign Office to 
make public such evidence as it might 
have was given by the Acting Secre- 
tary. 

“The Foreign Office,” said Sefior 
Pereyra, “ does not think it opportune 

to make public the evidence against 
Senator Fall, owing to the special con- 
ditions existing in the relations of the 
two nations and to the fact that Mex- 
ico is involved only indirectly. This 
does not mean that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment will not do so at some other 
time. 

“Evidence exists here,” Sefior Per- 
eyra continued, “ and agents along the 
border are following up the case and 
reporting to the Foreign Office. I be- 
lieve the facts now in the hands of the 
public are sufficient to prove to all 
serious-minded persons that the activ- 
ity of Senator Fall to procure the lift- 
ing of the embargo on shipments of 
arms to Mexico, thus assisting the re- 
bellious elements of a friendly nation, 
is notorious. 

“TI do not believe that the. United 
States Senate,” added the diplomat, 
“knowing this, will approve Senator 
Fall’s resolution. "The honor of the 
highest legislative body of thé United 
States and that of the American Gov- 
ernment is at stake» Doubtless an 
investigation will be made bringing to 
light Senator Fall’s complicity in rev- 
olutipns in this country.” 

It has been previously stated in 
these dispatches that Mexican offi- 
cials said the Department: of ‘Jus- 
tice in Washington had photographic 
copies of letters from an aceused 
Senator to rebels, and also of let- 
ters between insurgents implicating 
the Senator in question. The further 

assertion was made that there existed 
a photograph of a check for a large 
amount, understood to be $200,000, 
drawn by the accused Senator to the 
order of a known revolutionary agent. 

In addition, it was said the Senator 
to whom the dispatches referred had 

visited the State Department in Wash- 
ington with a corporation representa- 
tive, who obtained permission for the 
shipment of five carloads of dynamite 
from El Paso, Texas, to mines in Mex- 
ico under a safe conduct from Gen. 
Pascual Orozco, Jr., the- rebel chief- 
tain, and that,-although the explosive 
actually was delivered at the mines, it 
was seized by rebels soon afterward. 
It also was said the accused Senator 
had tried to win Gen. Diaz over to 
Gov. Venustiano Carranza, present in- 
surgent leader. 

Senator Fall, New York dispatches 
to this capital showed, told the Wash- 
ington correspondent of Tur TImMEs 
that he was not the United States Sen- 
ator who aided insurgents, if any Sen- 
ator had done so, and that the charges 
were “all rot” so far as he was con- 
cerned. He asked why, if the Mexican 
Government had charges to make 
against a United States Senator,-it did 
hot publish such evidence as it might 
have, It was in answer to Mr. Fall’s 
inquiry that Gen. Diaz and Sefior 
Pereyra talked to-day. 


FALL DENIES: DIAZ CHARGE. 


Says There Is No’ Evidence Against 
Him in Foreign Office.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—United States 
Senator Albert B. Fall of New Mexico 
dictated to-night to a correspondent of 
THE TIMES a statement in reply to 
charges by Gen. Felix Diaz, candidate 
for President of Mexico, and Sefior Pe- 
reyra, Acting Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs of that country, that the Mexican 
Government had evidence showing that 
Mr. Fall had fomented revolutions in 
Mexico and contributed $200,000 at a 
time to the cause. Mr. Fall said the 
secret of the fight waged on him by the 
Mexican officials was that not long ago, 
in response to a letter from Enterio de 
a Garza, Provisional President. Huerta's 
local representative in Washington, he 
(the Senator) wrote to Sefior de la Garza 
declining to use his influence to procure 
Gen. Huerta’s recognition by President 
Wilson. That aroused the Mexican's 
ire, and his recent speech in the Senate, 
as Mr. Fall put it, drove them to des- 
peration: ja : 

Mr. Fall said that when the Senate 
committee investigating Mexican affairg 
visited tre Mexican frontier Sefior 
‘Llorente, a Mexican Consul under Presi- 
dent Madero, caused the Senators to be 
shadowed and tried to corrupt Mr. Fall's 
private secretary.

WAR HEROINES SLIGHTED 





Some Day, She Says, the Nation 
Will Erect a Monument to the 
Women Who Waited at Home.

“Widow of the famous Confederate General 


who commanded the right wing of the 
Confederate Army at Gettysburg. 


GETTYSBURG, July 1.—The tents of 
America’s loyalty are pitched to-day on 
the world’s. greatest battlefield. Get- 


tysburg’s bugles echo to-day over a-re- 
united nation. Standing on the border- 
land of eternity, with its shadows touch- 
ing their bent forms and silvered heads, 
these last survivors of an army the like 
of which the world shall see no more 
have gathered here, not Northern, not 
Southern, but all American, bridging 
the bloody rift of the sixties with fra- 
ternal unity more ancient than section- 
alism, more lasting than hate. To the 
youth of this nation the inspirational 
value of this day on Gettysburg’s field 
will outweigh the sordid accumulations 
of all the Rockefellers the world will 
ever produce. 

““Where did you lose your arm?” I 
asked of one melancholy-faced soldier 
in blue, who walked a little lamely not- 
withstanding his brave efforts. 

“After the battle of Chickamauga,” 
he said: ‘‘I was one of twenty sharp- 
shooters detailed to kill Longstreet. He 
captured us all and I lost my right 
arm, Did you ever see Longstreet? ”’ 
he inquire pathetically. ‘‘ How sorry 


I am that he did not live to be here.’’ 
“That’s My Flag Forever.” 


Gazing over seas of Old Glory, 


miles of which stream from the houses 
and dot the hillsides, swathing ‘the 
trees and ‘bridging the streets, until a 


loyal canopy of red, white and blue 
almost conceals ‘the blue heavens 
above, ‘“‘Oh, isn’t it glerious!’’

cannot’ be overruled by the President 
of the United States or the Secretary 
of the Navy. One of them is the _in- 
ventor of the hydro-aeroplane. Ten 
others ‘were retired on their own appli- 
cations. President Wilson signed. the 
plucking board’s report just before he 
jeft the White House this morning for 
a-holiday on the United States yacht 
Mayflower. ©

@ great surprise. Barely two months 
ago he was “ aid for operations ”’ in the 
Navy Department, a position which im- 
plies a greater exercise of power over 
the navy than almost any other. 
Potts ‘was eligible last February, 
point of. seniority, for promotion to be 
a Rear Admiral. With the approval of 
the President, Secretary Daniels made 
a decision soon after he took office 
that an officer who had not served at 
least one-half of the time in his grade 
at sea could not be promoted until he 
had qualified. 

Capt. Potts was hard hit by this, as 
he had served only a few months on sea 
duty in the grade of Captain. He ap- 
pealed to President Wilson, who de- 
cided against him. He was then assigned 
to command of the Louisiana, now at 
Newport. 

In the Spanish War Capt. Potts, then 
a Lieutenant Commander, was execu- 
tive officer of the armored eruiser 
Brooklyn, the flagship of Commodore 
Winfield Scott Schley. The testimony 
given by Capt. Potts before the Schtey 
court of inquiry was regarded as re- 
flecting upon Commodore Schley. 

Another surprise in the plucking 
board’s list was the name of Capt. 
Chambers, celebrated for his achieve- 
ments in aviation. According to state- 
ments recently by Glenn Curtiss, Capt. 
Chambers has made more important a 
ventions in aeroplanes than any other 
man living. It was he who invented the 
hydroaeroplane.

Woman Leads “Rebel Yell.” 


Fifty years ago to-day Gen. Petti- 
grew reported to Gen. A, P, Hill that 
there were some of Buford's cavalry- 
men in Gettysburg; that he had sent 
some of his barefooted Confederates 
into the town to see if they could get 
some shoes, and that they had found a 
lot of the Yankes horsemen there; what 
did Gen. Hill want him to do about it? 


Hill answered the next day by march- 


ing into Gettysburg, and he ran first 
into Buford and then into Reynolds. 
Thus did Ambrose P. Hill start the 
most momentous battle fought on the 
Western hemisphere since. Yorktown. 
Hill is dead, but to-day his daughter 
stood up in the big reunion tent and 
gave the “rebel yel ” for the Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and so did a lot of 
Confederate Gencrals who sat beside 
her. It was the formal opening of the 
celebration which took place at 2 
o'clock on the hottest afternoon that 
has been seen since Hill was here last. 
The thermometer registered 92 in the 
shade outside the tent, and twenty-five 
veterans of the North and South were 
taken out on_stretchers before the meet- 
was over. 
inf. ought to be emphasized, however, 
that the alarmist.talk about the pros- 
ective death rate.is without foundation. 
There are nearly 70,000 veterans here 
in the camp, to say nothing of the vast 
crowds in Vertis and the normal death 
rate for 70,000 men over 60 years of age 
is very big. The death rate here has 
been very much under the average for 
such men. Pity for these supposedly 
enfeebled and tottering old men is out 
of place. They are an astonishingly 
sturdy and husky lot of old men, as 
they show by tramping all day over hills 
that would break the heart of a young- 
er and.more delicate generation.

Marriage Here Null and Void.

LONDON, July 1.—A marriage con- 
tracted in New York in 1901 was de- 
clared null and void by the President 
of the Divorce Court here to-day be- 
cause the husband had. been earlier 
divorced in New York by a woman 
who was still alive. 2 

The petitioner, Gwendoline Maud 
Boosey, otherwise Flood, applied for a 
decree of nullity on the ground that 
the marriage ceremony between her 
and Harold Boosey in New York on 
Jan. 21, 1901, was void according to 
New York law. 

On the witness stand Mrs. Boosey 
said that, Harold Boosey, who was a 
New York professional man, was di- 
vorced from his first wife in New York 
in 1900 off the ground of adultery 
with an actress. The witness said she 
went through the ceremony of mar- 
riage on Jan. 21, 1901, at 150 .West 
Sixty-ninth Street, New York. Later 
Boosey left her, and she filed a peti- 
tion for restitution of conjugal rights. 
She nad then no idea that the cere- 
mony was an illegal one. 

Counsel ¢xplained to the court that, 
according to the law in the State of 
New York, when a party to a marriage 
is divorced for adultery, the guilty 
party is not allowed to marry in that 
State during his or her lifetime. He 
added that Boosey’s former wife was 
living at the time of his second mar- 
riage. 

After expert evidence on the point 
had been given by S. H. Doulton,-an 
American barrister practicing in Lon- 
don, the court pronounced the 1901 
marriage null and void. 


MOORE WINS 25 TROPHIES. 


Vanderbilt, Draper, 
Also Do Well at Olympia Show. 


LONDON, July 1.—The’ International 
Horse Show at Olympia closed this 
evening. The American exhibitors made 
an excellent showing throughout. Judge 
W. H. Moore of New York captured two 
additional trophies to-night. With his 
Lady Seaton he won The Hagte Chal- 
lenge Cup, which now becomes his prop- 
erty, as he had a previous victory to 
his credit. This cup is emblematic of 
the championship for single harness 
horses. He also took the French Cup 
with Lord and Lady Seaton, Class 55, 
pairs of harness horses, for the cham: 
pionship. Earlier in the day hé*won the 
Forest King Trophy, for ponies not ex- 
ceeding 14 hands, which haé taken a 
first or second prize in single harness in 
the course of the show. 

Showing thirty horses, Judge Moore 
won seventeen firsts, four seconds, and 
four thirds.

Chancellor Says His Hands Are 
Now Free to Shield 
and to Smite. 








HINTS AT FOES’ PASSBOOKS 





How Many, He Asks, Would Have 
Censured Him If They Had 
Had to Show Theirs?

LONDON, July’ 1. — Chancellor 
Lloyd-George hit back at the critics of 
his actions in the Marconi business ata 
luncheon given to him and Sir Rufus 
Isaacs at the National Liberal Club 
to-day. Winston Churchill sat next to 
the Chancellor. After paying a trib- 
ute to the more reputable and honor- 
able section of the Conservative press 
for having declined to join “the unc- 
tuous famous man-hut,” Mr. Lloyd- 
George said he wished he could say as 
much for the Censervative*Pary in the 


House. He and Sir Rufus, through a 
dark and dreary Winter,, had been 
silent, while calumnies had _ been 


hurled at their heads from every quar- 
ter. It had been, he said, the shab- 
biest chapter in the history of any 
party. For months every dastardly, 
cowardly journalist of the Conserva- 
tive Party had beén shooting poisoned 
darts at them, knowing that their 
hands were tied. His hands were free 
now—free to shield and to smite. 

This declaration was received with a 
tumult of cheers, and the Chancellor 
then proceeded to give a hint of how 
he would smite if it became necessary. 
How many, he asked, of those who 
voted to turn himself and Sir Rufus 
Isaacs out of public life would have 
gone to the division lobby if it had 
been a condition of their vote that 
they first show their passbooks? 
When he heard Mr. Bonar Law saying 
that those Ministers ought to be ex- 
pelled from office who were guilty of 
indiscretion, and saw the members of 
the Conservative Party rushing back 
from the Ascot races to pass a solemn 
vote of censure upon the semblance of 
gambling, it gave him an unpleasant 
cross-Channel feeling. The Chancel« 
lor’s euphemism for a current vernac- 
ular phrase was received with shrieks 
of laughter by the Liberals, and is 
characterized by the @onservatives as 
another instance of his tendency to 
* Limehouse.”

STEFANSSON OFF FOR NOME. 


Will Join Party There for Explora- 
tion of Polar Sea. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SEATTLE, July 1.—Vilhjalmar Ste- 
fansson sailed to-day for Nome, where 
he will meet his party of fifteen scien- 
tists and the ship Karluk, now on the 
way to the Far North. The Stefansson 
expedition, which is financed entirely by 
the Canadian Government, is the larg- 


est, exclusive of the crew, ever sent. to 
the polar regions, north or south. 

In his final message to the pzople of 
the United States, issued to-day, Mr. 
Stefansson says he has been harassed by 
false newspaper stories and misstate- 
ments concerning his work in the polar 
regions until he was almost in despair. 
He adds that the purpose of his expedi- 
tion has been misrepresented variously. 
The main object is to ascertain whether 
there is land in the polar waste of sea 
and ice. Mr. Stefansson says if land 
is found, it is almost certain to be pie: 
habited. If it is peopled, the probability 
is that the inhabitants are of Eskimo 
blood. 

Mr Stefansson asserts he is not look- 
inn for a “ lost’’ continent peopled by 
Scandinavians, and that it also is untrue 
he is seeking fifty gallons of brandy 
left sixty years ago “by another arctic 
expedition. He is not racing with the 
MacMillan expedition, or with the 
Amundsen expedition, but is friendly to 
both those explorers. 

Concerning his suggestion that the 
Canadian Government maintain a quar- 
antine against white men who try to 
visit the natives about Coronation Gulf, 
Mr. Stefansson explains that the 
churches have confused the issue. He 
says the policy of the United States in 
Arctic Alaska has reduced the Eskimos 
to 10 per cent. of their former number, 
and that on the Canadian side Eskimos 
a been reduced from a tribe of 2,000 

persons since 1848. With a quar- 
antine to keep out communicable dis- 
eases, Denmark has protected the Green- 
landers so well that they have increased 
in number. 

“ What I deplore in this connection is 
not the personal attacks, because they 
cannot, in the long run, do me any seri- 
ous harm; what I do deplore ts the 
confusing of the issue,’’ adds Mr. Ste- 
fansson. ‘I want the world to realize 
that a plea has been made for the lives 
of 2,000 healthy, contented, and prosper- 
ous people, whose manners and morals, 
both in my opinion and that of Capt. 
Amundsen, are quite as good as ours. 
If the churches are really opposed to a 
quarantine, then I for_one am at a loss 
to see why thk€éy aré, for I have guile- 
lessly supposed that any plan for the

All the 
ruling classes, he said, hated and feared 
him because of their knowledge that he 
sympathized with the masses of the 
people, now in revolt. 

A curious thing about the many.ene- 
mies Mr. Fall has made in Mexico 1s 
that among them. every faction that 
ever came to power is_ represented. 
Whereas the friends of Felix Diaz and 
Victoriano Huerta now assail the Sena- 
tor for fomenting insurrection among 
the discontented followers of the slain 
Madero. President -Madero’s friends, 
when he was in power, were equally op- 
posed to Mr. Fall.

MEXICO CITY, July 1.—Forty women, 
most of them of the better class, have 
committed suicide in the City of Du- 
rango since its occupation last week 
by the rebels after a long siege, ac- 
cording to a private letter received here 
from that city to-day.

} run up to the entrapped lodgers by the 
firemen of Engine Company 86 and 
Truck Company 10. few of those 
who did not make their escape this way 
got out of the building by way of the 
fire escape, while a dozen or more on 
the second floor dropped to the street, 
suffering no serious injuries. At least 
thirty of the survivors, none of them 
speaking English, were taken in patrol 
wagons to the Municipal Lodging 
House. 

The dying and injured were attended 
by surgeons from the Volunteer, -Hud- 
son Street. and Gouverneur Hospitals. 
Five ambulances were on hand during 
the early part of the fire, and in these 
the victims were quickly removed to the 
hospitals.

WIN $4,000,000 WILL FIGHT. 


Friedenwald’s Daughter Emerges 
Suddenly from Poverty to Wealth. 


BALTIMORE, July 1.—The will made 
in 1908 ‘by Joseph Friedenwald, a 
wealthy business man of Baltimore, was 
set aside by a jury in the Circuit Court 
to-day. As a result an estate now val- 
ued at $4,000,000 will be divided among 
his children according to the laws. of 
descent, after the charitable bequests 
are deducted, , 

Mrs. Florence Selz, daughter of the 
testator and one of the three plaintiffs, 
who told in court a story of poverty, 
will become wealthy. No defense was 
made, and the case went to the jury at 
the end of testimony offered by the chil- 
dren attacking the instrument. Undue 
influence was charged. 

Mr. Friedenwald’s will executed in 
1910 was nullified a year ago on the 
ground that he was mentally incompe- 
tent to make one at the time the doou- 
ment was drawn. To Cardinal Gibbons 
was bequeathed $2,000 in the 1910 will, 
and it is understood that he will receive 
this amount. 

By the terms of the will executed in 
1916, there was left to Moses S. Frieden- 
wald, a son of the late Joseph Frieden- 
wald, an income for life from about 
$125,000, and the residue of the estate, 
exclusive of charitable bequests, was 
divided among_ten other children. The 
will was attacked and set aside on the 
ground that tye elder Friedenwald was 
not capable making a will at the 
time. 7 

In the will of 1908, Mrs. Selz was_left 
the income from only $20,000, and Mrs. 
Brager, another daughter, was not men- 
tioned. The rest of the estate was 
divided among the other children. Ac- 
cording to the laws of descent the es- 
tate will now be equally divided. 

The eight children who defended the 
will of 1910 did not defend the present 
will on the ground that if their father 
was not capable of’ making the will of 
1910, he was not capable of making 
that of 1903. .

NEW GEM WEIGHT 
ENDS TRADE CHAOS 


“International 200-Milligram 
_ Karat Goes Into Effect Here 
and in Belgium. 


17 COUNTRIES FAVOR IT 


Dr. Kunz Tells Haw Jewelers Will 
Benefit by Use of Uniform 
Standard. 


When the international 200-milligram 
karat went into effect in this country 
yesterday as the standard for weighing 
all kinds of gems and precious stones, 
the United States took its place among 
the countries which had acted to end 
an intolerable confusion in the jewelry 
trade. The new karat has now either 
bee nadopted or been advanced well to- 
ward adoption in seventeen countries. 
Not only the United States but Belgium 
instituted the reform yesterday. Jewe- 
lers here confidently expect that in Hol- 
land, where the extensive diamond in- 
terests are so closely allied to those of 
Belgium, a_ similar provision making 
the metric Karat the standard of weight 
will very shortly be enacted. Dr, George 
Frederick Kunz of Tiffany & Co., said 

esterday 
ve It is Srobable that by 1914 the six 
countries chiefly interested in the dia- 
mond trade, the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany, France, Holland and 
Belgium will all be freed from the use 
of the antiquated and complicated karat- 
weights of the past.” 

ad Kunz has prepared a table of 
karat-weights heretofore in use in the 
various countries to give some idea of 
the chaotic conditions with which gem- 
dealers have been forced to contend. 

Wide Weight Variations. 

“We must note,’”’ he said, “the very 
wide discrepancy between the heaviest 
karat-weight, that of Turin, equivalent 
to 3.2948 grains troy and the lightest, 
that of Bologna, representing but 
2.91054 grains troy. Hence the Turin 
karat is a little more than 18 per cent. 
heavier than that of Bologna, an enor- 
mous difference when we have to deal 
with such costly commodities as precious 
stones. 

‘The impossibility of carrying on a 
diamond business systematically with 
such an appalling variation in the 
weight of the diamond karat and with 
no possible means of an effective check 
to determine the accuracy of the 
weights employed, must be clear to ail. 
It is a fact that a great number of 
‘Jewelers use a set of weights for as 
many as twenty years, and in the 
‘meantime these weights will either 
‘wear off, or, if they are handled and 
‘Nifted with the fingers, as is often the 
case, they may become heavier. 

‘A Government official informed me 
at Washington that a number of sets 
of weights used in various establish- 
ments were tried, and to the astonish- 
ment of every one concerned a wide 
variation was found in them, due to 
their long use and to the_ varying 
standards of different nationalities. If 
we had a definite standard, a special 
set could be kept for testing and 
checking up, once a month, or every 
three months, the weights in use, dis- 
carding those that varied. Thus there 
would-be much greater accuracy in the 
books of an establishment if the new 
international karat of 200 mg. were 
used.” 

Accuracy for Dealers. 


There is in the rooms of the Chambre 
Syndicale in Paris a standard balance 
which is verified once every month, 
Access can be had to this balance by 
any member ateany time, and this aids 
materially in insuring standard weights 
of absolute accuracy. There are two 
great sources of error; one is the ac- 


cretion of dust and perspiration, the 
Other is the wearing away of the 
weights by friction on the pan of the 
balance, in the weight box, and by the 
tweezers in lifting them up. 

“It has been suggested,” said °\Dr. 
Kunz, ‘‘that as every State having a 
special department of weights and 
measures should be properly equipped 
for the task of testing the accuracy of 
weights and balances used for precious 
stones, provision should be made for 
officially verifying such weights and 
balances, the owners merely needing to 
defray the costs of transportation, 
which would be inconsiderable. 

For jewelers and gem dealers doing 

business in this city, a fact of consid- 
erable interest is the readiness of the 
Mayor’s Bureau of Weights and Meas- 
ures to place its services at the dis- 
posal of the general public in deter- 
mining correctly the weights of precious 
stones according to the karat of 200 mg. 
While no other city department is as 
et able to furnish this service, the New 
ork State Bureau of Weights and 
Measures at Albany and the National 
Bureau of Standards, at Washington, 
D. C., can verify sets of the new 
weights by means of the standard 
weights deposited there. 

‘The manifold inconveniences result- 
ing from the absence of a uniform 
standard of mass for determining the 
weight of precious stones have long 
been obvious. This lack has been keen- 
ly felt in ‘commercial transactions, and 
those who have devoted time and re- 
search for the study of historic dia- 
monds and precious stones have had 
frequent occasion to deplore the ab- 
sence of such a standard in the past.”

Philadelphia policemen went back to 


sleep. 

McGraw called the roll in the club- 
house and all hands were accounted 
for. 

Rube Marquard, spinning the trickiest 
flings in his tantalizing repertoire, led 
the Giant charge, and left Dooin’s am- 
bitious tribe steeped in gloom. The 
Giant bats beat a rataplan against the 
‘Phillies’ pitching, and a long string 
of home flingers were riddled for sev- 
enteen boisterous bumps. Dooin sent 
four pitchers against the Giants and 
the only geod it did them was to warm 
up for to-morrow’s battle, when the 
Phillies will again try to scale the pen- 
nant pinnacle. 

First came Alexander the Great, who 
lasted three innings and then caved un- 
der the tumult of Giant batting; next 
came Eppa Jeppa Rixey, seven feet of 
southpaw pitching intelligence, who sut- 
fered the tortures of the doomed trying 
to flip over something McGraw’s men 
could not crack. The next Giant victim 
was Erskine Mayer, whose pitching was 
perforated like a screen door, and final- 
ly came Cy Marshall, no relation to the 
kippered herring people, who lasted out 
the game because he has wonderful 
endurance. Cy twirled a moist ball, 
and he thought that all he had to do 
was to add a little hot water and serve 
it, but it would not bend under the 
treatment, 

The shower of Giants’ hits rained all 
@ver the lot like a Rowan candle on a 
‘Fourth of July evening. After seven- 
teen hits had been piled up, just to add 
insult to injury, McGraw sent in pinch- 
hitter McCormick to shoot off the final 
volley, but McCormick wisely saved his 
next wallop until a time when it would 
do some good for his country. 

The game was witnessed by about 10,- 
000 baseball rooters and fight fans, the 
latter coming because yesterday’s one- 
round bout between McGraw and Brenh- 
nan was extensively heralded through- 
out the city.

| UMPIRE’S RULING 
- COSTLY TO YANKEES 


Manager ChanceProtests Game 
Following Unwarranted De- 
cision by Dineen. 


Umpire Bill Dineen got his head in the 
way of a throw by Jack Barry at the 


Polo Grounds yesterday, and then ruled 


that a base hit is not always a bagé hit. 
Two months ago Bill Klem showel New 
York fans that a hit cannot be made 
unless a player is properly introduced, 
but Dineen showed something that had 
never before been syspected that a 
Player, already in the game for four 
innings, can take his regular turn at 
bat and hit a legally pitched ball for a 
single, only to be ordered back to the 
Piate to bat again. As a result of the 
unique ruling Manager frank Chance 
has filed a protest of the gamé, which 
was won by the Athletics over the 
Yankees by the score of 2 to 1. 


The peculiar ruling was made on a 


play that came up in the fourth inning, 
and later developments led to the belief 
that it cost the Yankees a run, just 
enough to force the Athletics into extra 
innings. .Hartzell had reached first 
base by beating out an infield hit to 

arry, and he moved along to second, 
while Eddie Collins was tossing Peck- 
inpaugh out at first. Borton hit a 
sharp grounder down toward second 
base and Collins made a fancy stop be- 
hind the base. He was in no position to 
make a throw to first base, so he 
snapped the ball to Barry at second 
base to make the throw for Borton. 

uch a play is a baseball rarity, but 
his skillful pair of Athletics have made 
it before. arry wheeled and let the 
ball go toward McInnis at first base. 
Dineen was but a few feet from Barry 
and on a line with first base. The bill 
hit the big umpire on the top of the 
head and bounded high into the air, I[t 
landed beyond the first base line and 
then rolled to the stand, Hartzell racing 
home from third base and Borton going 
down to second before the ball was re- 
covered. 

Then came a long argument. Connie 
Mack decided it was too warm to get 
excited, but the Philadelphia case was 
well argued by Connie’s assistants, 
Danny Murphy and Harry Davis, with 
all the privates joining in. Chance led 
the argument for the Yanks, but two 
triumphed over one, and the Murphy- 
Davis side got the verdict. Dineen 
finally decided that Borton must bat 
again, and Hartzell return to second 
base. Big Bill had been standing in 
the hot sun for four innings, and-Jack 
Barry’s carom off the umpire’s head 
had plenty of speed, so perhaps Bill's 
head was badly muddled. 

With the scene shifted back to its 
original form, Borton grounded to Baker 
and was safe on the latter’s bad throw 
to first, Hartzell moving up to third 
on the error, Midkiff followed with a 
clean single to left, scoring Hartzell 
and putting Borton on second. The 
same hit, under the conditions which 
Dineen had reversed, would have chased 
Borton home from second with the sec- 
ond Yankee run, As the Athletics won 
the game on their second run the ruling 
made a big difference to the Yankee 
cause. 

The Athletics had another quiet time 
with the stick, but they succeeded in 
bunching three of their five safeties 
in the sixth inning, the trio, with a 
Yankee errors; sending two runs across. 
Home-Run Baker started the trceuble 
with a triple high above Bert Daniels’s 
head, and McInnis chased Baker. home 
with a single to centre, Cree made a 
foolish effort to get Baker at the 
plate, and McInnis got te second on 
the throw-in. He advanced to third on 
Strunk’s scratch hit to Borton, and 
when the latter threw past Fisher at 
first, in an attempt to get Strunk, 
McInnis hurried in from third. In the 
first, fifth, and seventh innings the 
Athletics had runners on second and 
third bases, but they could not reach 
Fisher for the needed hit.

TO INVESTIGATE FIGHT. 


President Lynch Goes to Philadel- 
phia to Sift McGraw-Brennan Tilt. 


President Thomas J. Lynch of the Na- 
tional League left New York last night 
for Philadelphia to make a personal in- 
vestigation into the assault on Manager 
John McGraw of the Giants, made at 
the close of Monday’s game in Philadel- 
phia. Mr, Lynch returned to New York 
yesterday after an absence of several 
days owing to the death of his sister, 
and he lost no time in taking up the 
case. 

Secreta-y John Heydler, who has been 
in e¢harge at the league headquarters, 
announced yesterday afternoon that no 
formal complaint had been made either 
by the umpires in charge of the game 
or by any official of the New York 
club. The umpires had filed a report 
of the game, but had made no mention 
of the occurrence, the assault having 
occurred after both Klem and Orth had 
left the field. It is customary for the 
league President to await formal com- 
plaint from umpires or club officials, 
but it is within his powers to investi- 
gate trouble and impose penalties with- 
out awaiting any such complaints. 


It is expected that President Lynch 
will take ‘drastic action in the case, as 
he has been taking a firm stand against 
rowdyism since he first assumed the 
Presidency. He handed out the most se- 
vere penalty of recent days in the 
major leagues when he suspended Sher- 
wood Magee in July, 1911, for the bal- 
ance of the season for an assault on 
Umpire Finneran, but later raised the 
ban after Magee had been out of the 

ame two months, and the Phillies were 

adly in need of his services. 

Pitcher Addie Brennan of the Phillles, 
who was named by two New York play- 
ers as the offender, although McGraw 
was in doubt as to who hit him, admit- 
ted yesterday in Philadelphia that he 
had struck the New York manager. He 
gave self-defense as a reason for the 
assault, declaring that McGraw was 
coming toward him after making a re- 
mark about * getting’’ him. The two 
had been hurling remarks at each other 
during the game, McGraw talking from 
the third-base coaching line, while Bren- 
nan was: on the Philadelphia bench. Mc- 
Graw said yesterday that he had made 
no remark that would be strong enough 
to merit an attack. Brennan, in inter- 
views given out in Philadelphia, declared 
that no one except himself had hit Mc- 
Graw, and said that he had landed with 
his fist from a position in front of the 
New York manager. McGraw, how- 
ever, has marks that indicate he was 
struck by something other than a fist, 
presumably when he was on the grougd. 
Brennan is quoted as saying that he is 
very sorry the trouble occurred, as he 
has had no previous encounter since 
taking up baseball, but added that he 
did orly what any other player would 
have done under the circumstances. 


White Sox Win Close Game. 
DETROIT, Mich., July 1.—Chicago took 
the second game of the series from Detroit, 
8 to 2, to-day, though outhit by the home 
club two to one, Cicotte yielded seven 
hits in six innings and retired in favor

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DOUST WINS, WILL 
PLAY M’LOUGHLIN 


American Expected to be First 
Foreigner to Win English 
Tennis Championship. 


WIMBLEDON, England, July 1—~ 
Stanley. N. Doust, the Australasian 


Davis Cup team Captain, defeated Oscar 


Kreutzer, the German champion, in the 
semi-final round of the All-England 
men’s singles championship tournament 
to-day by three straight sets, 6—3, 6—2, 
6—-3. This victory places Doust in the 
lower half of the semi-final bracket 


with Maurice BE, McLoughlin, the Amer- 


ican champion, and the pair will play in 
the final round to decide who is to com- 
pete with A. F. Wilding for the title. 
McLoughlin defeated Doust in the first 
round of the Davis Cup singles, played 
in New York on June 9, by three straight 
sets, the score being 6—4, 6—4, 6—2. 


The final round is to be played .either 
to-morrow or Thursday. 
Doust, playing a steady game, had 


little difficulty in winning the first two 
sets off the German left-hander, who 
Was not equal to the Austra'asian in 
quickness. Doust followed all the re- 
turns up to the net and scored practical- 
ly all his points by splendid placing and 
cross shots. 

In‘the second set Kreutzer gained a 
lead of two games to love, but then, be- 
coming nervous, served a number of 
double faults, while his _ opponent 
scarcely missed a chance of scoring. 
After the score had reached one-all in 
the first:set Doust led all through and 


won the match. 
Although the Australasian Captain has 


improved greatly in form since his ar- 
rival in England, he is not considered 
by English experts a match for Mc- 
Loughlin, who, except in his match 
against H. Roper Barrett, the English 
player, just after he came off the 
steamer from America, has not been 
compelled to extend himself. In fact, 
after. Wilding, the All-Hngland cham- 
pion, lost the doubles to-day it was gen- 
erally conceded that only a fluke could 
prevent the American from winning the 
title, and thus being the first foreigner 
to hold it. 

One of the most interesting matches 
in the tournament was that in the fourth 
round of the men’s doubles to-day, 
when J. C. Parke and A. E. Beamish 
beat A. F. Wilding and G. W. Hillyard 
by three sets to two. 


WASHBURN DEFEATS PELL. 


Harvard Player Springs Surprise in 
Metropolitan Tennis Final. 


Theodore R. Pell met with an unex- 
pected reverse on the tennis court yes- 
terday, when he was defeated in the 
final round for the Metropolitan lawn 
tennis singles championship by W. M. 
Washburn in three sets out of four, by 
the score of 1—6, 6—1, 9—7, 6-1. The 
match, which was played at the West 
Side ‘Tennis Club, was postponed ten 
days, owing to the death of Pell’s 
father-in-law. 

The defeated man suffered from the 
heat, which did not appear to affect 


the younger player to any extent. Pell 
did not warm up to his work and™“failed 
to hit the ball with his accustomed 
vigor, while many of his shots went out- 
side the lines. Washburn was near the 
top of his game and after the first set 
was always master of the situation.

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TAXING SPECULATION. 

The tax on cotton options is to be 
made a rider on the Tariff bill, it 
seems. It has no relation to the levy- 
ing of customs duties, and it would 
have no chance of separate adoption. 
That is the reason why it appears aS a 
rider. Under progressive methods of 
legislation any deserving legislation is 
made the packhorse for whatever is 
hopeless of enactment on its merits, 
and the number of these impedimenta

$8 should become clouded, it would be 


necessary for these handicaps to be 
jettisoned, and it would be well to 
mark this, measure as the first to be 
sacrificed. 

It would be hopeless to argue the 
folly of the proposal. Those who are 
so little informed as to their own true 
interests as to favor this tax are inac- 
cessible to argument regarding the in- 
terests of others. It is therefore use- 
less to point out the inextricable min- 
gling of all modern business with, 
speculation, and the predominance of 
commercial over gambling risks. A 
merchant uses options to preserve his 
character as a merchent, or a manu- 
facturer, or whatever he may be. Have 
ing sold what he does not own, be- 
_cause it has yet to be produced, he 
buys options to assure himself both of 
the supply of his raw materials and of 
their. price. his profit 
might be swamped in the fluctuations 
of the fibre while he is spinning it. The 
planter is also a merchant as well as a 
producer, and, if he only knew how, 
he could “ hedge” his crop in the same 
way. He could get his goods off his 
hands, and if he bought options he 
could make the advance if there were 
any after the time of his sale. Or he

could sell options, and hold his crop+. 


for delivery at the maturity of the 
“futures, if he anticipated a fall. It is 
because the planter is unprogressive 
that he blocks the way of others, who 
are aware of the movements of the 
world markets, and know how to 
profit by them, if their judgment is 
right. If their judgment, is wrong, 
they lose, and whether they win or 
lose they perform a useful economic 
service in taking the risks off the 
shoulders of those not wishing 
carry them. 

Inability to see or to appreciate the 
utility of speculation is at the bottom 
of the idea that all speculation 
wicked, and that there can be no vir- 
tue about anything which is not un- 
derstood. So long as men of business 
tolerate the election of legislators of 
this calibre they must expect to suffer 
from this sort of legislation. It would 

‘fn every way be better to beat it at 
the polis rather than in the lobby. It 
is hard to say whether we suffer more 
from bad or incompetent legislation. 
A venal legislator can be hired to do 
his duty, but legislators who are inac- 


cessible to reason are beyond the reach 
of persuasion.

MOTOR CARS AND STREET CARS. 
Motor cars need not stop when over- 


taking or meeting a street car that 
halts for the purpose of receiving or 
discharging its occupants, if there is 
room enough to pass without ap- 
proaching within eight feet of the 


street car. That is the interpretation 


of Chief Magistrate McApoo. In an 
interview appearing in The Sun, Mr. 
McApoo says that the moving vehicle 


must stop while the car remains sta- 
tionary only in case an eight-foot 
clearance can be attained in no other 
way. He adds: 

This means, in practice, that an 
automobile or other vehicle approach- 
‘ing a car which has stopped for the 
purnose of taking on or letting off 
passengers must go to the right of 
the car and leave a space of eight feet 
between it and the same. If the space 
between the outer rail of the track 
on which the car is standing and the 

_, curb of the street is not wide enough 
to allow for this eight feet and the 
_ width of the car or other vehicle, then 

it must come to a full stop until the 
‘ - ad tee ; at ee

passengers have gotten.on or off, or 
both, as the case may be. 


We are glad to note that the rule is 
enforced on certain well-policed cor- 
ners of the city, and that several hun- 
dred arrests have been made of those 
infringing it. But on unfrequented 
corners in other parts of the city, 
not provided with traffic policemen, 
this necessary ordinance is still fre- 
quently violated. Men should be de- 
tailed by the Police Commissioner at 
irregular, though frequent, intervals 
to apprehend offenders until the 
danger of running down pedestrians 
by reckless chauffeurs driving next 
the car tracks is wholly done away 
with. Boston has such a law, well 
enforced and working admirably. New 
York needs its enforcement more sore- 
ly than Boston. This amendment to 
the automobile law has already had 
a wonderful effect in providing relief 
and safety for hard-beset pedestrians 
in the streets of New York. 


HENRI ROCHEFORT. 

Of HENRI RoCHEFORT much good can 
be said. He was charitable, he gave 
freely without hope of return, he was 
fond of children, he had artistic taste, 
and his collections were noteworthy. 
He was courageous. But we cannot 
apply the proverbial “de mortuis nil 
nisi bonum ” in the case of a man of 
his great capacity for wrongdoing. A 
patriot he may have been, but always 
a patriot of the destructive type; he 
helped to tear down the fabric of the 
Empire, but he was of small account 
in the upbuilding of the republic. His 
public career began with the publica- 
tion of La Lanterne in 1868; it ended, 
practically, with his meddlesome, inju- 
dicious, and wholly inexcusable con- 
duct in the Dreyfus case. 

In journalism he was little better 
than a blackguard, and he reveals 
himself clearly in the same light in his 
autobiography. Yet he was very 
punctilious in the matter 
and would challenge to combat ‘any 
man who wrote or spoke ill words of 
He was a Communist, Socialist, 
at various stages of his 


of honor, 


him. 
Anarchist, 
public career, but in private life he 
was always the nobleman, strictly ob- 
serving social conventions. 
He had outlived his fame. 
had forgotten that he might have 
checked some of the worst cruelties of 
the Commune if he had chosen to do 
so. The Intransigeant of his middle 
years has been forgotten almost as 
completely as the Lanterne of his no- 
vitiate. Doubtless his death will be 
mourned by many persons who knew 
him only as friend or benefactor. In 
his prime he was personable and his

talents were indisputable; that he was 
deficient in judgment and governed 
too frequently by passion rather than 
by reason is the best that can be said 
in summing up his character and ca- 


reer. 


AN ESSENTIAL REQUIREMENT. 

There is one point in the suggestions 
of the bankers as to amendments to 
the Currency bill that is of supreme 
importance, though it has not attract- 
ed the amount of public, or even pro- 
fessional, attention that it deserves. It 
is the automatic reduction of redun- 
dant currency. In the answers of the 
Bankers’ Currency Commission to the 
questions of the Senate sub-commit- 
tee this was proposed: 

That che notes issued by the several 
reserve banks be distinguished by 
numbers and that when one reserve 
bank came into possession of the notes 
issued by a second reserve bank, in- 
stead of reissuing them it should can- 
cel them and charge the amount to 
tie second bank. 

Thic would create a vacuum that 
would draw out more notes of the 
first bank if they were needed, while 
the issues of the second bank would 
be to that extent reduced, unless the 


demand for currency kept up in its 

own territory. 
| There is an obvious analogy between 
| this suggestion and the Suffolk bank 
system that had such admirable re- 
sults in New England in the early half 
of the nineteenth century. By that 
system no bank paid out over its 
counters any bills but its own; when 
the bills of other banks came in they 
were forwarded to the Suffolk Bank of 
Boston, which acted as a clearing 
house for all notes and adjusted the 
balances. By this arrangement the 
note issues were kept in substantial 
proportion to the needs of the various 
regions served by the banks for the 
legitimate uses of daily exchange. 
They remained in circulation to the 
amount and for the time that such ex- 
changes required, and'were retired as 


soon as they ceased to circulate in this 
manner and found their way to de- 
posit banks. Real, practical, and ef- 
fective elasticity, including useful ex- 


pansion and contraction as well, was 


established automatically and main- 


tained. 
The aim of the bankers’ plan is the 
same, and the means appear adequate 


to attain it. If they stand the criti- 
cism of the bankers who will have the 


working of the plan, the result will be 
of the greatest importance. It would 
be a. safeguard against the worst ef- 


fects of Government note issues, 
though it would not justify such is- 
sues. The plan, by the way, is analo- 
gous to one that was proposed by Mr. 
FAIRCHILD when he was Secretary of 
the Treasury, to protect the country 
from the evils of excessive issues of 
silver certificates under the’ Silver 
Purehase act. He recommended that 
the purchase of silver and the accom- 
panying issue of certificates should be 
suspended whenever the certificates 
accumulated beyond a fixed amount in 
the Treasury, and be-resumed as: 
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accumulation was drawn down. Had 
this been done, the coinage of silver 
would have adjusted itself to the 
wholesome demand for it. No Gov- 
ernment issues of currency should: be 
made, through banks or otherwise, 
without a surely adequate provision 
for their automatic redemption and 
retirement when they have served the 
actual needs of legitimate business.

GOOD MUSIC IN THE WEST. 

There is no more encouraging sign 
of the times than the development of 
good musical taste throughout this 
Republic. It is a matter of fact that 
this development is particularly no- 
ticeable now in the West and South- 
west. Only within recent years has it 
been possible for musical artists of 
fine gifts, but without sensational 
qualities, or the prodigious fame of 
PADEREWSKI or WILHELMJ, to make 
long tours of the smaller cities west of 
Chicago, with assurance of pecuniary 
profit. A piano recital is a sure test 
of the musical comprehension of an 
audience. Nobody goes to piano re- 
citals just to while away an idle hour 
or so. Where piano recitals are 
profitable, there must be a widespread 
knowledge of music and appréciation 
Of" it! Where that exists, there 
is assuredly a high order of general 
intelligence. Good musie does not 
appeal to the unintelligent; a positive 
degree of culture is essential to its 
enjoyment. 

Symphonic ‘music is demanded, too, 
nowadays, in towns which twenty 
years ago had not advanced in musi- 
cal culture above the level of the negro 
minstrel quartet. The experiences of 
the permanent orchestra of Minne- | 
apolis are sufficient proof of this fact. 
This organization of eighty skilled mu- 
sicians has been kept together for five 
years by a subsidy of $65,000 yearly, 
provided by public-spirited citizens, 
with so good results that the arrange- 
ment will be continued for another 
term of five years. But more gratify- 
ing than its success in Minneapolis, 
where there is an abundance of wealth 
and culture, is the result of this orches- 
tra’s recent tour of nine weeks 
through Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas in 
which nightly concerts were given in 
cities with populations ranging from 
2,000 to 100,000. No concessions 
were made in the programmes to im- 
mature taste. Yet the profits of the 
tour were $16,000. Considering the 
large expenses of such an undertaking, 
this showing is remarkable. 

The multiplication of permanent 
orchéstras in the large Western cities 
will be beneficial to the whole coun- 
try. St. Paul has its orchestra, which 
exists not only for that city but for 
the musical enlightenment and enjoy- 
ment of smaller communities. The 
Ghieago orchestras have annual tours. 
Clearly, good music is wanted by the 
Western Americans, and much conso- 
lation may be derived from this as- 
sured fact. 

TELEPHONE RATE REDUCTION. 

The reduction in telephone rates 
made effective yesterday is a reminder 
how blessed we are that the telephone 
is a private enterprise in this country. 
Rates and profits are so related that 
there is an inducement to improve the 
service, whereas in Government utili- 
ties customers get the treatment 
which is customary on the part of of- 
ficials toward their inferiors. In the 
same week that we are experiencing 
betterment of the service, along with a 
reduction of rates, the cable tells us 
that many telephone instruments are 
useless in Dresden for weeks at a 
time. The Government’s reply to com- 
plaints is to threaten to abandon the 
service altogether for a year if it is 
not better appreciated. In London the 
Postmaster General has just received 
a letter, one among many, declaring 
that the telephone service has_ seri- 
ously deteriorated since the Post Of- 
fice assumed the administration, and 
that its performance is so bad that it 
is a mockery. In England 14 in 1,000 
use the telephone, and it is a wonder 
that there are so many under the con- 
ditions. In the United States 81 in 
1,000 are telephone users. A French- 
man compares the French and Amer- 
ican telephone services to the disad- 
vantage of his own country. In 
France there are 232,748 telephones, 
and in the United States 7,596,000. 
That works out at one telephone for 
each dozen Americans and one for 
each 171 Frenchmen. 


There is nothing peculiar about the 
telephone in this respect. There is the 
same comparison between private and 
public railway service. Neither is 


there any explanation in the differ- 


ence of national characteristics. Pub- 
lic and private utilities owned in the 
United States show the same supe-| 
riority for those enterprises where ef- 
fort and reward are related over those 


where they are separated. The ex- 
planation is not a peculiarity of in- 
adequacy of governments so much as 
a universal quality of human nature. 
Human imperfection is the obstacle 


to perfection of governments, and 


those who expect and promise most 
from the operations of government 
contribute least to the excellence of 
government. They know this best 
where they know most of socialism. 
These are the scathing words of the 
German Chancellor last week regard- 
ing the factious opposition’ of the So- 
cialists to the pending army bill: 


Socialism is the enemy of all or- 
der, the cankéring sore fostered by 
‘degenerate, unreasoning, insane dema-

stroy everything have created nothing, 

not even the name under which they 
delude ignorant dupes. They hate 
the German army, these Socialists. 

Why? Because the army typifies or- 

der and descipline. They loathe 
order and fear its signs, as the clean 
mind and body fear the plague. 

The words would not be so severe if 
they were not so true, and they are 
worth quoting to those who argue 
that the “socializing” of industry is 


for the public benefit. 


€£AVAGE-LANDOR IN BRAZIL. 

Mr. <A. HENRY SAVAGE-LANDOR’S 
account of his perilous journey 
through the wilds of South America, 
from ocean to ocean, in which he 
traveled altogether 13,750 miles, 
which will appear' in THE SUNDAY 
Times, is the most thrilling tale of 
adventure he has yet told, excelling 
in variety of incident and the perils 
encountered even his extraordinary 
narrative of exploration in ‘Tibet.

gy. Yet she has contributed to the July 
Atlantic an article which will cause 
some of her most fervent admirers to 
fear lest she is becoming old-fashioned 
and reactionary. 

One passage in it might have been 
aimed directly at the opponents, mascu- 
line and feminine, of our Board of Edu- 
eation and its discrimination against 
married women as teachers. Miss Ker 
strongly. supports the board’s attitude 
on this subject; agreeing with its con- 
tention that when a woman tries to 
combine the duties of a teacher and of 
a wife and mother, she is comparative- 
ly inefficient in each domain and both 
the school and the home suffer. 

Naturally, the distinguished Swede 
does not assert that the activities of 
married women should be confined. en- 
tirely to their own households, nor does 
she deny them the capacity: for any 
kind of outside or public work; she only 
insists that the homemakér’s tasks are 
so many and so heavy that others like 
teaching, which are equally onerous, 
cannot properly or safely be added to 
them. With the suggestions of certain 
exponents of the new feminism as to the 
rearing of children from infancy in 
public institutions and as to co-operative 
or communal housekeepingy Miss Key 
is almost as impatient as are those who 
resent any and every proposal in any

sad departure from what ought to be 
the standards of our national game, and 
there can hardly be a complete acquittal 
of either team, for between them they 
brought disgrace on baseball. There is 
significance, possibly; in the fact that 
this is not the first time that such 
squalid rows have occurred in Phila- 
delphia, but, of course, too much must 
not be made of sequences that may be 
merely accidental. 

Baseball is a great game—one of the 
very best. It is played honestly, now- 
adays, we all have faith to believe, but 
such behavior as this discredits the

They insure, too, the safety of 
goods in transit, now, something that 
they refused to do at first, and they 
are evidently coming in time to the 
complete abandonment of the demand 
that parcel post parcels shall bear 
special parcel post stamps. 

For that demand there were and are 
some pretty good bookkeeping excuses, 
but the inconvenience to the public is 
considerable and foreign experience has 
shown that its infliction is unnecessary. 
The amount of .parcel post business 
ean be ascertained otherwise than from 
the sale of the special stamps, and it 
should be done. It is not enough to 
make the use of ordinary stamps per- 
missive. The others should be abolished 
altogether.

POOR BOYS AT ANNAPOLIS. 


Former Navy Student’ Refutes 
Charges of Discrimination. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Navy men and West Pointers are no 
doubt highly amused at the debate in 
the House anent the “ barring of poor 
boys "’ from the two national academies, 
as reported in Saturday’s Times. 1 
have gone all or part of the way 
through the mill and know how futile 
are social’standing, wealth, and political 
influence to get a boy into the academy 
or to graduate him thereafter, if brains 
and grit be lacking. Once in a while 
a good man falls down, chiefly through 
loss of nerve; occasionally an incompe- 
tent. slips through, in the main through 
sacrifices of nerves and energy, that 
would seem to merit a greater reward, 
after all, than the gold lace and its ac- 
companying money pittance for the rest 
of a hemmed-in life. For the most part, 
however, it is the cleanest, squarest 
game in all the Government service, and 
might well serve as a model of democ- 
racy and. brain and muscle manliness 
for manv an American university. 

F -v one in the service knows the 
case of the son of one of the Spanish 
war heroes, who took one examination 
after another. as an appointee of the 
President himself. He finally passed, 
and entered my class. Subsequently the 
academy grind proved too much for his 
rather slow brain, and he was dropped 
a class. Later he failed again, and 
was dropped out of the service forever. 
In his case the memory of his dead 
father was the strongest appeal that 
one could imagine directed to the au- 
thorities, but neither sentiment nor the 
prestige of Presidential support could 
balance the incompetency of the boy 
himself. The.- is the case of the son of 
a Spanish war Rear Admiral, also a 
Presidential appointee, who progressed 
with my class until the third year, when 
he, failing in some examination or 
other, dropped to a lower class, witn 
the consequent penalty of losing hun- 
dreds of numbers in the general service 
standing. These instances are typical. 

Here is the reverse of the picture: 

While preparing for the academy, I 
roomed with a young chap from the 
Middle West who had won his appoint- 
ment in a competitive examination in a 
Congressional District. Of name or 
wealth or social standing he had no 
more than I. But in the science of 
“boning ’’’ he was a master. If he com- 
mitted a careless error in working out 
a problem, he set for himself the pen- 
alty of working out ten similar prob- 
lems before going to bed. He was far 
from brilliant; he was, rather, literally 
tireless. We entered the same class in 
the academy, and when I left the gates 
for the last time, he was the honor 


man of the class and commander of 
the brigade. 

As for the “‘prep’”’ schools, I regard 
them as splendid institutions. They 
serve the purpose of imbuing the ap- 
Pplicant with the nerve strength that 
an Annapolis ‘‘exam’”’ demands. A 
month or two months spent in old An- 
napolis; in the shadow of the historic 
walls, where the candidate does his pre-

Proposal to Tax the Exotic Fruit 
Opposed by Tariff Reformers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

According to a late bulletin of the 
Department of Labor the increase in 
the price of food since 1900 has been 
24 per cent. One of the campaign 
promises of the Democratic Party was 
to reduce the tariff that the cost of 
living ‘might be reduced. This prom- 
ise will be fairly well kept if the Un- 
derwood bill becomes law. 

But to be entirely consistent with pre- 
election promises no tax should be 
levied on food products that have not to 
the present time been taxed. In direct 
contradiction to such a policy is the 
tax on bananas proposed by the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

Let ‘ws not for a moment underrate 
the value of the banana as a food. 
Medical authorities assure us that it has 
a very high nutritive value. It can be 
obtained all the year around—when 
other fruit is out“of season, scarce, and 
high priced, the cheap and wholesome 
banana can always be had. It can be 
cooked in a variety of ways, and the 
methods of cooking it are rapidly in- 
creasing. It is one of the few food 
articles the price of which has not in- 
creased in the last ten years. The 
consumption is greater in the poorer 
districts of large cities than of any 
other fruit. Its sale is rapidly increas- 
ing—from 16,000,000 bunches in 1900 to 
42,000,000 in 1912. 

The climatic condition in the United 
States will not permit its growth as a 
commercial proposition, no matter what 
tariff is imposed; therefore no new 
American industry will be established. 
The amount of duty that can be col- 
lected at the proposed rate (5 cents per 
bunch) is not sufficient to be of any 
consequence to the United States, but 
is sufficient to increase the price to the 
retail dealer 5 cents per dozen, which 
means an increase of 1 cent each when 
sold singly. 

Let us, therefore, hope that no action 
will be taken by Congress to hamper 
this rapidly growing trade in a whole- 
some, cheap, and nutritious fruit, every 
dollar’s worth of which brought into 
the country means a dollar’s worth of 
American goods exported to pay for it.

RAILROAD SAFETY. 


Mr. Wheeler Urges Unions and Of- 
ficials to Join in Securing It.

This is what the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers and 
officials ought to unite in doing. It is 
for their mutual interest that trains 
should run safely. They can’t be run 
safely without competent engineers 
who watch the road and the signals 
and avoid running into trains ahead. 
If a man by carelessness kills innocent 
people he ought to  be_ punished, 
whether engineer or inspector. 

It is all right that the trades union 
and the railroad company should see 
that the accused gets a fair trial. But 
if half what your Corning correspon- 
dent says is true, the Brotherhood of 
Engineers has done all in its power to 
screen a member whom they must have 
known to be guilty. That is a disgrace 
to the whole brotherhood, if true. 

There is another trades union, one of 


the most important in the country, that 
acts on a different. principle. his is 
the Association of Masters, Mates, and 
Pilots. When members are on trial- be- 
fore the Supervising Inspectors it sees 
that they are fairly tried. But it has 
too much honor to try and keep in the 
service an incompetent man. At least 
that has been my experience.

Democratic Caucus Reverses It— 
Tariff Bill Almost Completed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The Demo- 
cratic Senatorial caucus spent to-day in 
catching up on loose ends of the tariff 
bill. With the exception of a few para- 
graphs, referred back to the committee, 
the whole bill is complete and Chairman 
Simmons expects that the measure will 
be reported to the Senate at the first 
session of that body after July 4. He 
has already done most of the work in 
preparing his formal report and the 
Republican members of the committee 
will be allowed only a day’s considera- 
tion. 

The most important action to-day was 
the reversal of last night’s vote, strik- 
ing out the committee amendment which 
exempted mutual life insurance com- 
panies from paying an income tax on 
premiums returned to policyholders as 
dividends. This leaves mutual fire, 
life, and marine insurance companies 
under the exemption. 

The Clark amendment imposing a tax 
of one-tenth of a cent a pound on all 
sales of cotton futures, with a proviso 
that if the cotton is actually delivered 
the tax shall be refunded, was adopted 
by a practically unanimous vote. Sena- 
tor Overman of North Carolina tried to 
have the tax reduced to one-twentieth 
of a cent, but when his amendment was 
voted down he supported the general 
proposition. Only Senators Thornton 
and Ransdell of Louisiana opposed it 
on the vote. 

The debate this afternoon hinged on 
Senator Hitchcock’s amendment embody- 
ing the plan for imposing a progressive 
production tax on tobacco. No vote was 
taken but it is expected that when the 
subject is called up to-morrow, the 
amendment will be rejected. 

Senator Hitchcock will also propose 
to-morrow a companion amendment for 
a tax on the production of all corpora- 
tions that control more than a specified 
amount of the production in their line 
of industry. 

The committee amendment . prohibiting 
the importation of products of the labor 
of children under 14 years of age, ana 
women working unlimited hours, was 
sent back to the committee for revision. 
It was pointed out that in India children 
were allowed to work from the age of 
9 years, and that the provision woutd 
exclude jute and cotton bagging sent 
from that country. Another reason was 
that Japan was practically the only 
country without child labor laws. The 
it would be unwise so 
soon after the California incident to 
adopt any course that might be con- 
strued as a blow at Japan.

COSTS U. S. MORE FOR FOOD 


Revenue Cutter Contracts Show 
Greatest Increase in New York. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The increas- 
ing cost of living is demonstrated in 
contracts let by the Treasury Depart- 
ment for feeding the officers and men 
of the Revenue Cutter Service during 
the tiscal year beginning to-day. 

New York City, according to the con- 
tracts, shows the greatest increase. It 
will cost $.486 a day to feed each sailor 
there this vear as against $.38 last year. 
Baltimore and Boston are the only 
cities showing decreases, the cost in 
Baltimore dropping from $3.41 to $.401 
and in Boston from $.387 to $.383. 


MARCONI SAILS AWAY. 


Inventor of Wireless Returns to 
Europe After Month’s Visit. 


William Marconi, the inventor of wire- 
less telegraphy, sailed at 1 A. M. this 
morning on the Cunard liner Mauretania, 
accompanied by his wife, after spending 
four weeks in this country, chiefly spent 
in the law courts where he testified 
against the National Electric Signaling 
Company of Pittsburgh In a suit brought 
for infringing his patents.

Taylor Provides for Incomes for His 
Widow and Children. 


The will of George Loomis Taylor of 
8 North Washington Square and of 


Munich, Germany, who died on May 24 


in italy, was filed for probate yesterday 
in the Surrogates’ Court. It disposes of 
property valued in the accompanying 
petition at ‘“‘more than $10,000 per- 
sonalty.” There are no cash legacies. 
The whole estate is divided into six 


parts to form trust funds for the lives 


of his children and widow. 

Under the care of his executor, Tracy 
H. Harris, 2-6 of the estate are to pro- 
vide a life income for his widow, Mrs. 
Percy Hammond Taylor of Munich, 
Germany. Each of the cnildren—Loomis 
H. Taylor, a stage director in the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House; Lucy W. Ro- 
maine, and William Howard L. Taylor 
of 8 Washington Square—receives the 
income of a one-sixth part of the estate.

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GOVERNMENT 25 
SELL BELOW PAR 


National Banks Offer Them as 
New Currency Bill Withdraws 
Circulation Privilege, 


DOUBT 3S ARE WORTH PAR 


These, Without Circulation Rights, 
Are to Replace the Privileged 2s, 
for Which Only 99% Is Bid. 


A very unusual situation has devel- 
oped in the market for United States 
bonds. . Within the last two days, for 
the first time since the 2 per cent. 
bonds which become payable in 1930 
have been issued. they have sold on the 
Stock Exchange at less than par. Yes- 
terday they were freely offered at par 
and dealers were showing reluctance to 
bid for them. The best bid, officially 
quoted at the end of the day, was 9944. 

This condition is a direct result ot 
the proposal in the currency bill now 
before Congress that the bonds of the 
United States be deprived of their use 
by national banks to secure circulation 
and that the 2s now outstanding be 
converted eventually into per cent. 
bonds without the circulation privilege. 

Several national banks of this city, it 
was reported yesterday, by vote of 
their Directors, have decided within the 
past week to sell their bonds at par or 
better, and a number of banks in other 
places have been asking for bids. It is 
recognized, of course, that they have 
in the past sold at par and above, 2s in 
fact, having sold a. high as 110 by 
reason of the privilege of issuing na- 
tional banknotes against them. Under 
the terms of the proposed currency 
law the national banks would be re- 
Strained from any additional circula- 
tion secured by United States bonds and 
would be compelled within twenty years 
to retire ail their circulation and to ac- 
| cept 3 per cent. bonds without the cir- 
| culation privilege for the 2s which they 
now hold. In an early draft of the bill 
it was proposed to require the banks to 
retire 5 per cent. of their circulation 
each year, but the text, as it now 
stands, permits them to retire not more 
than 5 per cent. each year, but makes 
it compulsory to retire it only at the 
= of twenty years. 

he motive which is prompting some 
of the banks which are attempting to 
dispose of their 2 per cent. bonds is 
that on a purely investment basis with- 
out the circulation privilege a 3 per 
cent. bond would not be worth par. In 
other words, the feeling exists that the 
terms proposed in the currency bill do 
not adequately protect the national 
banks which hold 2 per cent. bonds. 

In some quarters of the Government 
bond market, the view is held that the 
Government having issued its bonds up- 
on the very advantageous terms made 
possible by the circulation privilege is 
under obligation to the holders of these 
bonds to protect them from a decline 
below par. This is the way one Govern. 
ment bond dealer put the matter yester- 


ay: 

“The National banks should not be 
required to take the market risk in- 
volved in exchanging a 2 per cent. bond 
with the circulation privilege for a 3 per 
cent. bond without it. The banks cannot 
count on such a bond being worth par 
and they ought not to have forced on 
them an exchange whith would be 
equivalent to retiring the existing 2 per 
cent. bonds at less than their face value. 
I believe this matter has only to be 
thoroughly understood by those who are 
framing the new currency law to bring 
about such a change in the plan in re- 
Spect to the retirement of the existing 
National bank circulation as will do 
away with the concern among National 
banks which is being reflected in the 
offering of a large amount of these 
bonds at par with no takers at that 
price. 

“It seems to me that in effect the good 
faith of the Government is involved in 
this matter. The bonds were sold with 
the circulation privilege, and this privi- 
lege should not be taken away from 
them except under conditions whicn 
would not inflict a loss on the holders 
of these bonds through a decline under 
par. p 


SENATOR OWEN EXPLAINS. 


Retirement of Government 2s, with 
Circulation Privilege, Is Gradual. 


_Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Senator 
Owen and Representative Glass, Chair- 
men of the respective Banking and 
Currency Committees of the Senate 
and House, who participated in the 
formulation of the new banking and 
currency bill, feel that the provision 
in the bill for the refunding of the 
United States Government 2 per cent. 
bonds will fully protect those bonds, 
and that there is no occasion for con- 
cern among holders of them. 

One object of the restoration of Sec- 
tions 18, 19, and 20 of the bill, which 
were for a time eliminated, was to in- 
sure the 2 per issues. These 
three sections provide for the retire- 
ment of the present national bank note 
circulation in a systematic manner 
over a period of years and a corre- 
sponding retirement of the 2 per cent. 
bonds into 3 per cent. bonds. 

_The bill provides that, upon applica- 
tion, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
exchange’ the 2 per cent. bonds, bear- 
ing the circulation privilege, thereto- 
fore deposited by any national bank with 
the United States Treasurer as security 
for circulating notes for 3 per cent. 
bonds without the circulation privilege, 
payable in twenty years and exempt 
from taxation. 

Senator Owen thinks it may not be 
generally understood that it is the 3 
per cent. bonds that are to be without 
circulation privilege, not the 2 per cents. 
The power of national banks to issue 
circulating notes secured by bonds is 
to cease when and in proportion as the 
outstanding 2 per cents. deposited with 
the Treasurer are thus exehanged or 
refunded. Without the consent of the 
Secretary of the Treasury no national 
bank is om peement 2 per cent. bonds for 
exchange for the new 3 per cents., to 
an amount exceeding 5 per cent. ane 
nually. 

The total amount of netional bank eir- 
culation outstanding at the close of the 
fiscal year yesterday was $759,157,906, 
and national bank circulation outstand- 
ing, secured by bonds, was $737,085,050 
at the close of Treasury business yes- 
terday. Under the terms of the Owen-~ 
Glass-McAdoo bill not more than $36,+ 
853,252 of these bonds could be refunded 
during the next year, if that bill were a 
law to-day, and this is the approximate 
rate at which the bonds might be re- 
funded annually. 

Senator Owen makes this statement: 

“The substance of this provision is to 
provide for gradual permissive retire- 
ment of the 2 per cent. bonds and the 
bond-secured currency, by issuing threes 
without the circulation privilege. This 
would seem to be a tax on the United 
States, but in reality this is not true, 
because as these national bank notes are 
retired they will be substituted by Treas- 
ury reserve notes advanced by the banks 
of the country at a rate of interest to be 
fixed by the Federal Reserve Board 
that would more than compensate for 
the interest upon such bonds. 

“Many of the banks have represented 
that there was a possibility of the 2 per 
cent. bonds going below par, and for 
that reason they regard it as of vital 
importance, both to the banks holding 
$700.000,000 of these bonds and to the 
credit of the United States, that there 
should be a systematic retirement of 
these 2 per cent. bonds heretofore used

Behar, Managing Director of the Na- 
tional Liberal Immigration League; the 
Rev. F. H. Carpenter, Financial Secre- 
tary of the New York Conference on 
Vester Funds, and others. The Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst wrote a letter in which he 
said he was in thorough sympathy with 
the underlying principles of the plan set 
forth by Mr. Stacy. 

Mr. Stacy and the other organizer® of 
the society have obtained statistics con- 
cerning the homestead lands and are 
prepared to furnish information to all 
persons who wish to obtain farms, A 
campaign is now being started to ob- 
tain members, and eventually it is hoped 
to have branches of the society in all 
parts of the country.

GET A ONE-HORSE SHAY. 


Wagon Which Carried “Uncle Dan’! 
Hewlett’ Goes to Suffragists. 


A wagon going ahead of the “ One- 
Hoss Shay” in age and enduring quali- 
ties was presented yesterday afternoon 
to the State Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion for campaign purposes and formal- 
ly accepted by Miss Harriet May Mills, 
the President, outside the State head- 
quarters, 180 Madison Avenue. The wa- 
gon was made in 1776 and came from 
the familv of an old-time Long Islander 
known as ‘“‘ Uncle Dan’! Hewlett.” 

The wagon is a small one of a pecu- 
liar graceful boat-shape, and the two 


original seats were replaced yesterday 
by new ones. The frame remains as It 
was in early days, the axles of hickory 
and the wheels secured to the axle by 
a linch pin. The hubs of the wheels 
are of elm, the spokes of hickory, the 
rims of oak, and the same material is 
in the body,

son, dressed as minute men, and little 
Miss Serena Kearns, in the back seat 
as a little Liberty, carrying the stars 
and stripes, drove to Jamaica, where 
a meeting was held.

AVERAGE CROPS IN STATE. 


Reports of Damage Exaggerated, 
New York’s July Bulletin Reports. 


ALBANY, July 1—Staple crops of 
New York State this year may be ex- 
pected to equal or exceed the ten-year 
average, according to the July crop bul- 
letin issued to-day by the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. The bulletin 
‘says reports that frosts, insects, and 


lack of rain have ruined the crops are 
“misleading and often highly exag- 
gerated.”’ 

Hay and forage, oats and corn, indi- 
cate a crop 10 per cent. less than last 
year, with chances for much improve- 
ment in corn; wheat, rye, and potatoes, 
average crop with normal conditions; 
beans and cabbage, conditions favor- 
able for normal crop; apples, Fall varie- 
ties, in excess of last year; Winter 
varieties should equal last year in Hud- 
son Valley, and indicate a 25 per cent. 
decrease in. Western New York. 

Pears, plums, and peaches promise not 
to equal last year’s crop. Sour cherries 
will equal last year, but sweet varieties 
will be less. Grapes outside of the belt 
are reported light, while the Western 
New .-York belt promises about 75 per 
cent. of last year’s crop.

The men take 
little U-shaped pieces of steel, place the 
ends of them on a highly charged mag- 
net, lay them down carefully, and re- 

t the process. The piece of steel, 

n receiving its current, sends some of 
ft into the body of the man holding 
it, The workman, therefore, receives 
hundreds of mild shocks of electricity 
during a day. In the largest automo- 
bile factory in the country four men 
are employed in this manner. The frail 
men are selected for the work when- 
ever a vacancy occurs, and it is said 
that after a few months they show 
astonishing gains in general health.

Motorists wh» have made the trip 
to Atlantic City of late have been loud 
intheir complaints concerning a bridge 
about three miles this side of Atlantic 
City on the Absecon Bay route across 
the meadows, This bridge, it seems, 
bears a large sign setting forth that it 
is in dangerous condition and tnat 
those who use it do so at their own 
risk. The only way to avoid the bridge, 
however, is by making a long detour 
by the way of Egg Habor. Many driv- 
ers prefer to cross the old wood struc- 
ture, in spite of the danger sign. The 
contention of the motorists is that the 
bridge either should be repaired or 
closed and that merely posting it as 
c.ngerous does not absolve the local 
authorities from responsibility. 


ATCHISON REFUSES TO PAY. 


City Tries to Make Its Creditors 
Take New Bonds for Old. 
Four per cent. bonds of the City of 


Atchison, Kan., which fell due yes- 
terday, were not paid. Several blocks 
are held in New York and in other 


Eastern States. Bond dealers repre- 
senting some of the holders of these 
bonds have been in correspondence with 
the Mayor of Atchison with a view to 
preventing the default which was 
feared, owing to the decision of the 
Mayor to make no provision for the 
payment of the bonds, but merely to 
offer to holders new 4 per cent. bonds. 


In the correspondence this letter was 
received from C. C. Pinney, Mayor of 
‘Atchison: 

Atchison will have $266,950 4 per cent. 
thirty-year bonds, issued in 1883, due July 
a. In the past, it seems to have been 
their judgment that a sinking fund was 
Mot necessary, 

I have inherited a debt—I would not re- 
pudiate it, but will defer it by offering a 


fenewal fully as good as the one you 
hold 


I realize the opportunity of money at 
resent, but as a representative of the 
payers I cannot increase their obliga- 
on account of a temporary stringency 

im the money market. 

A new bond for the old one, with the 
Same rate that has satisfied for thirty 
Years, ought to be acceptable under the 
adverse circumstances, 

I regret that it is the best I have to 


offer. 


The bond house, acting for its clients, 
gent this reply by telegraph: 

Your letier received. We positively will 
mot accept new bonds and will obtain 
judgment against your city for $30,000, 
the amount of tonds we hold. We b:g 
you uot to defauit, as we assume you will, 
for Atchison cannot then sell new bonds 
at market. 

Urge your banks to supply the small 
amount of cash needed, or the business of 
the whole town will suffer. 

It was pointed out that under existing 
market conditions a 4 per cent. munic- 
ipal bond would not be worth par by 
any means, an dthat the _ effort of 
Atchison to compel the holders of its 
bonds to take new 4 per cent, bonds 
was an attempt to pay off the maturing 
bonds at less than their par value.

| CHICAGO SETS BANK RECORD| FAILURES FOR. HALF YEAR. 





Clearings for Six Months, $7,991,- 
081,256, 6.72 Per Cent. Gain. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, July 1.—Bank clearings in 
Chicago for the six months ended yes- 
terday were $7,991,081,256, setting a new 
high record and showing an increase of 
slightly more than $451,000,000, or 5.72 


per cent, over the total for the first half 


of 1912. 

Chicago’s June currency movement 
was irregular, but not significantly dif- 
ferent from that of a year ago. The 
First National Bank shipped $1,821,000 


to the country during the first twenty- 
six days of June, against $1,395,000 a 
year ago, when it also shipped $1,500,- 
000 to New York.’ Its currency receipts 
for the first twenty-six days of June 
were $2,295,000, against $1,886,000 a year 
ago. The Continental and Commercial 
National Bank, on the other hand, 
shows a net currency loss this month of 
$2,200,000, its total shipments being 
$5,769,000. 


HUDSON TUBES FINANCED. 


Service Board Approves Plan Pro- 
jected by Kuhn-Loeb and Others. 
The reorganization of Hudson & Man- 

hattan Railroad finances was finally 

approved by the Public Service Com- 
mission yesterday, A series of hearings 
has been held on the plan put forward 

by the company, in which William R. 

Willcox, ex-Chairman of the commis- 

sion, acted as counsel for the company. 
The Hudson & Manhattan Company 

received permission to issue a first Hen 
and refunding mortgage, with the Cen- 
tral Trust Company as trustee, to cover 

a bond issue which must not exceed 

$65,000,000. The Guaranty Trust Com- 

pany is the trustee of another mortgage 
to be known as the adjustment income 
mortgage, which will secure an issue 
of bonds not to exceed $33,574,000. 

All the adjustment income bonds and 
$37,035,000 of the first HNen mortgage 
bonds are to be issued at once, but the 


or 


remaining $27,965,000 of the latter class 
of bonds are to be reserved to redeem 
underlying bonds having a prior lien on 
portions of the property mortgaged. Of 
the bonds issued immediately, $67,148,- 
000 will refund the first mortgage 4% 
per cents, which are now outstanding, 
and the remainder, $3,461,000, are to be 
sold at par to provide for real estate 
improvements, car purchase  instali- 
ments, expenses, and readjustment and 
working capital. 

These new bond issues fellow the plan 
for the readjustment of the company’s 
finances proposed by Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., Robert Fleming & Co., and Harvey 
Fisk & Sons. It is expected to reduce 
the fixed charges of the company within 
its earning capacity. At present the 
company has to pay interest on its 
bonds to the amount of $3,021,660; under 
the new scheme the interest on the first 
lien bonds will be only $1,851,750, and 
the interest on the adjustment interest 
bends will be payable only out of sur- 
plus income. Under the plan the com- 
pany also receives by an assessment of 
$8.50 share  $3,840,148.50 from the 
stockholders, who get in return $3,461,- 
000 in the new first lien bonds.

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Decrease in ‘Number, but Increase 
in Aggregate of Liabilities. 


Commercial failures in the first half 
of 1913 showed a substantial decrease 
in number over the same period of 1912, 
but’ the aggregate HMabilities, according 
to R. G. Dun & Co., rose to the largest 


figure for the corresponding stretch ot 
time since 1893. This was due to sev- 


eral insolvencies of exceptional size. 
The number of failures was 8,163, 
against 8,317 from January to July 
last year. Defaulted indebtedness 
amounted to $132.909,061, as compared 
with $108,012,223.in the six months of 
1912, In 1913 total liabilities were $168,- 


879,539, caused by the collapse of 6401 
firms, 


Separation of the statistics according 
to the usual general classification 
shows that there were 2,049 suspensions 
in manufacturing MUnes for $55,493,269; 
trading losses numbered 5,783, and in- 


volved $60,582,724, while reverses among 
agents, brokers, and concerns of a 


similar nature were 331, with debts ot 
$16,833,068, These figures compare with 
1,928 manufacturing defaults f 45,- 
114,121 last year, 6.070 detauite ns wed. 
ing occupations for $49,535,601, and 319 
in other commercial brances, involving 
$13,362,501. Thus it appears that the 
falling off in the number of insolven- 
cles was confined wholly to the trading 
division, whereas the indebtedness was 
larger in all three classes—the differ- 
ence in both manufacturing and trad- 
ing being in excess of $10,000,000. 

n the other hand, the entire increase 
in the manufacturing Habilities is ac- 
counted for by two suspensions of ab- 
normal size, while the trading compar!- 
son loses much of its significance when 
it is considered that one failure alone 
involved about $4,000,000, 

Banking failures during the first six 
months of 1913 were fifty-five in num- 
ber—the same as last year—but the lia- 
bilities were much smaller—only $6,417,- 
372, against $17,833,235. 

In June business reverses were less 
numerous than in any other month this 
year. while the indebtedness was the 
lightest thus far reported, with the ex- 
ceptions of April and May. Liabilities 
of defaulting concerns were exception- 
ally heavy this year, and the $20,767,- 
625 involved during June represents a 
large increase as compared with 1912. 
On the cther hand, it should be pointed 
out that nearly $11,000,000 of the total! 


was supplied by twenty-eight failures 
of unusual size.

Importers and. customs attorneys ex- 
perienced -a temporary sense of relief 
yesterday when it was announced by 
Collector Mitchel that he had received 
an order from James F. Curtis, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, directing 
that until further notice President 
Taft's order of March 3, pequirin a 
fee of $1 for each protest filed against 
assessment of duty on merchandise, 
Should not be enforced. 

President Taft, in his order dealing 
with the general reorganization of the 
customs service, directed that the fee be 
collected beginning July 1, and that in 
case of the failure of an importer, or 
attorney, to make such payment the 
Collectors were to regard the protest 
as null and void. 


Lawyers have contended that the ex- 
President’s order regarding the fees was 
illegal, and if enforced would be fought 
in the Federal courts. At the same 
time surprise was expressed yesterday 
that the Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury should have taken it upon 
himself to countermand an executive 
order of the President. It is known, 
hgwever, that the Treasury Depart- 
ment hopes to have a provision for the 
protest fee incorporated in the pending 

ariff bill, At the ratio at which 
rotests have been filed during the 
ast twelve months the requirement of 
a fee would cost importers and attor- 
neys approximately $60,000 a year.

London Rubber Trading Qulet. 
Cable advices received in the local 
crude rubber market yesterday reported 
trading at che London auction fea- 
tureless. There were 450 tons offered,

— and September. Brazil is 
holding stocks firmly, hoping to realize 
better prices. 


Sharp Decline in Wheat Exports. 
Exports of wheat from this port last 
week totaled 382,444 bushels. Ship- 
ments of this commodity during the 
week previous were 519,246 bushels, 
which, in turn, were about 200,000 
bushels lighter than the week before, 


making this week’s total show a de- 
cline of nearly half a million bushels 
in two weeks. Beef exports were 
about equa! to those of the week be- 
fore; some 696 barrels and 341 tierces 
were shipped. According to figures 
issue@ yesterday at the local Custom 
House exports, exclusive of specie, for 
the week: ending June 28, equaled $14,- 
021,601, against $17,086,154 for the cor- 
responding week of 1912. The total of 
the present year’s exports to date is 
$477,582,101, against $425,304,153 for the 
corresponding periog of last year. 


New Fruit Gaining Favor. 


The American Dill of fare has re- 
cently acquired a new and valuable 
addition in the large pear-shaped fruit, 
the avocado. Although it is still @ 
novelty, a demand is rapidly being 
created. Leading hotels here, in 
Washington, and in San Francisco are 
including this article in their menus. 
In New York and Washington the 
fruit, most of which now comes from 
Hawaii, sells at 15 to 25 cents apiece, 
and in San Francisco at $2 to $5 a 
dozen. The avocado resembles an over- 
grown pear, and is of an olive green 
color, with irregular yellowish dots. 
The flesh is yellow* at the centre, 
shading to green at the skin, and is 
fine-grained and buttery, with a de- 
licious nutty flavor. It is usually 
served as a salad with a mayonaise 
dressing, but is sometimes added to 
soups. An orchard of 100 acres has 
been started in Florida, ang some will 
probably be started in California in the 
near future. 


Anthracite Buying Less Brisk. 


While the demand for anthracite coal 
at tidewater and in some sections of 
the near-by all-rail territories has re- 
cently shown a falling off, there has 





been no let up in activity at the 
mines, owing to the accumulation of 
Orders on the books of producing in- 
terests. That this accumulation is 


lighter than at the first of June is 
generally conceded, but that is a nor- 
mal condition, the market becoming 
wieter as the Summer wears on. The 
oa) Trade Journal will say to-day that 
the remarkable thing about the present 
season was the steadiness of the de- 
mand during April, May, and a portion 
of June. The bituminous market, 
which has been unseasonably strong 
all through the Spring and early Sum- 
mer, has taken on further strength 
during the past week as a result of 
the West Virginia troubles. The high 
prices at Hampton Roads, coupled with 
the fact that there is little free coal 
to be had there at any price, have 
turned New England buyers to this 
market in considerable numbers.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 
Copper Matte May Carry Much 


Lead—Type Blocks Cut. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday sustained the 
contentions of several large smelting 
concerns regarding the classification of 
copper matte, the unfinished and im- 
pure product of the smelting of copper 
sulphide ores. The Collectors at New 
York and Perth Amboy assessed it as 
lead-bearing ore at the rates provided 
in Paragraph 181. The importers 
claimed free entry under the provision 
for regulus of copper under Paragraph 
544, act of 1909. Judge Fischer stated 
that it was conclusively shown that the 
terms copper matte and copper regulus 
are used interchangeably. The customs 
officials appeared to have acted on the 
fact that considerable lead content was 
found in the product, but the board 
found that the copper matte might con- 
tain as much as 15 per cent. of lead 
and still be free, as claimed by the im- 
porters. The protestants included the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 


pany, the United States Metals Refining 
Company, and others. 

Hensel, Bruckmann & Lorbacher were 
sustained on cut blocks for making 
wood type taxed 35 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under Paragraph 215, act of 
1909, as manufactures of wood not spe- 
cially rovided for. The importers 
asked 15 per cent. ad vadorem under 
Paragraph 202, which provides for wood 
not further advanced than cut into 
blecks suitable for the articles into 
which they are to be converted.

thence southerly along Irving Place to East 
14th Street; thence westerly along East 14th

sion and asks consideration hereof as an ap- 
plication pending with sunstantial continu! 
before the competent authorities having juris- 
diction in the premises since on or about 
the 13th day of May, 1912. 

Wherefore, your petitioner asks that it be 
granted a franchise for an extension of its 
routes and for the right to establish, main- 
tain, and operate the same upon the sald 
streets, avenues, viaducts, and highways as 
heretofore applied for te the Public SerVice 
Commission and hereinabove specified in 
paragraph designated ‘‘V"’ hereof.

HER SPEECH T0 JURY 


Woman’s Defense in the Pater-

PATERSON, N. J., July 1.—Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn, who is 22 years old, and 
looks even younger, went on the wit- 
ness stand in the Court of Quarter Sés-_ 
sions of Passaic County late this aft- 


ernoon and from the witness chair de- 
livered a speech in an effort to prove 
herself, guiltless of a charge, conviction 
for which might keep her in the State 
pee for a term of seven years. Miss 

lyny isthe chief woman agitator. of 
the Industrial Workers of the World. 
She is accused of having uttered re- 
marks to-Paterson silk mill strikers 
ven tended to incite the strikers to 
riot. 

The speech witich Miss Flynn made to 
the Judge was, she said, the gist of the 
speech. she delivered more than four 
months ago in Turn Hall, this city, in 
which-.the State says she ordered the 
strikers to ‘‘ kick, club, or drag’’ out of 
the mills those of the workers who 
up to that time had refused to obey the 
mandate of the I. W..W. and forsake 
théir looms and dye pots. The speech 
which Miss Flynn delivered from the 
witness stand was not in any respect 
similar to the one which the State con- 
tends she uttered in Turn Hall in Feb- 
ruary. There was no reference cf kick- 
ing, dragging, or clubbing. 

As a result of her testimony the out- 
come of the case which “goes to the 
“foreign jury ’’ to-morrow morning, is 
in doubt. The jury of Hudson County 
men will have to determing which side 
to “believe. The testimony is contra- 
dictory. 

The examination of Miss Flynn began 
very quietly, but when County Prose- 
cutor Dunn took her in hand for the 
cross-examination there was a stormy 
outbreak. Mr. Dunn questioned Miss 
Flynn at times very--.searchingly, but 
she met every onslaught, and for once 
the hard-fighting prosecutor met his 
match in the pale-faced young woman 
from upper Manhattan, 

That Miss Flynn was to be the last 
witness in her own defense had been an- 
nounced, and the result was. that the 
courtroom was crowded when the after- 
noon session of the cotirt began. Before 
she took tne stand, however, a score of 
strikers had sworn that to his or her 
absolute knowledge Miss Flynn had not 
spoken the incendiary words quoted in 
the’ indictment. Most of these witnesses 
were yvoung girls. 

Carrie Torello, 16,years old, was the 
first of the girls to testify for Miss 
Flynn. The girl said that she was near 
Miss Flynn when she made ‘ner speech 
and that she knew that- not a single 
word sworn to by the police had. been 
uttered. Instead of advising resort to 


violencé Miss Flynn,. according. to. the ' 


witness, cautioned . everybody to .be 
Peaceful and above all_things to refrain 
from doing anything that the police 
might construe as a violation of the law. 
Adolph Lessig, the local I..W. W. 
enief, testified that the police report of 
what Miss Flynn .had said was false 
rem. beginning to end. - Edna Fletcher, 
londe and very young, was just as 
ositive as Lessig that Miss Flynn was 
nnocent, as were also Mrs. Lessig, the 
wife of the local leader; Edith Canova, 
Margaret Holly, and a dozen others. 
Of the men witnesses Frank Reed, a 
striker who was at one time an Alder- 
man, was questioned severely by the 
rosecution. Mr. Dunn told Reed that 
t was unnecessary for him to try to 
pose as either a ‘“‘statesman or a poli- 
tician.”’. Reed said he was a faithful 
strike picket, but swore that “he had 
never molested in any way; any*man or 
woman who refused.to stop work. when 
advised: to do so by the I. W.°W.- Like 
all the others, he was positive that Miss 
Flynn had never said anything even 
-rémotely resembling the quoted words 
of the indictment.

“T told them that the ‘striké had 
been called at.a favorable. moment, 
since it began just when that at 
Lawrence, .Mass., had. been won. I 
tokg. them that.the. strikers of Law- 
won. beeause of careful and 
thorough picketing, and F advised them 
to emulate their example. I did urge 
them: to try to” persuade the” workers 
who were Still in“the mills to strike, 
but I cautiéned them to do this in a 
peaceful: way by appealing to them ag 
friends, and I added that it was en- 
tirely unnecessary to use any means 
other than peaceful and logical per- 
suasiveness, -— - > :

Q.—On the day that you made this speech, 
did you talk with any policeman? A.—Yes, 
with Chief of Police Bimson. He came to 
Turn Hall and sent for me. I went to him 
and he asked me my name, my business,

in Paterson. I told him, wheréupon he said 
the best thing I could do was to go to the 
railroad station and take_the first train out 
of Paterson. I told him that most certainly 
I would not do any such thing. When [ lefts;

DETECTIVES FIND — 
NO TRACE OF BECK 


Flight from Police Headquarters 
Convinces Pinkertons Jewel 
Theft. Was an Inside Job. 


GEMSSTOLENWORTH$98,276 


They May Have Been Checked ina 
Bag at a Hotel—Rare Blue Dia- 
mond Among Them.

William Beck, the young clerk em- 
ployed by Udall & Ballou, whose store 
was robbed of $100,000 worth of gems 


last Friday evening, has not been faund 
yet._although scores of detectives are 
looking for him. He laid himself open 
on Monday afternoon to suspicion by 
leaping from a window at Police Head- 
quarters to the sidewalk and running 
away after he had been grilled by Dep- 
uty Commissioner. Dougherty. - 
So convinced now are the Pinkertons 
who have been working on the case on 
behalf of the Jewelers’ Security Alli- 
ance, that the robbery was an “ inside 
job,’ that yesterday afternoon they 
telephoned James H. Noyes, secretary 
of the association, to ask whether they 
shouid continue on the case. They told 
Mry..Noyes that theré were no clues to 
work on, and that there was no use 
doing anything more at the store. Mr. 
Noyes instructed the Pinkerton Agency 
to stay on the case one day more, at any 


rate. . ; A 

The significance of the Pinkerton re- 
port lies in the fact that the Jewelers’ 
Security Alliance is interested only 4n 
eases of bona-fide burglary ’and does 
not aid its members in cases of negli- 
gence or embezzlement. Mr. Noyes ad- 
mitted yesterday that he agreed with 
the Pinkertons that the robbery was 
not done by an outsider, and that Beck 
probably could clear up the mystery, 
but he was not-inclined to believe that 
the $100,000 theft was the work of one 


an. 
‘IT told the Pinkertons,’’ said Mr. 
Noyes, ‘‘to stay on the case another 
day on genéral principles, you might 
say. I beliéve the robbery was com- 
mitted by an employe or employes of 
the firm, because no professional burg- 
lar would have taken the trouble to cart 
those jewel trays to the cellar and build 
a bonfire to destroy them. Their first 
thought would have been to. get away, 
and they wouldn’t have cared a bit 
whether the trays were destroyed or 
not. 

‘“‘“The fact that Beck jumped from a 
window at Police Headquarters fastens 
the strongest kind: of suspicion: on him, 
especially when taken in connection with 


‘the disappearance of the new bag and 


his absence from work on Saturday on 
the plea of a headache.”’ 

Commissioner Dougherty, however, 
cautioned his interviewers against jump- 
ing too readily at conclusions. ‘“ 
polices’ hé said, ‘“‘were making no spe- 
cial efforts to find Beck, and if he were 
discovered to-day, no crime could be 
chargéd against him.’’ 

The police have obtained an_ exact 
duplicate of the bag that Beck bought 
on an order purporting to be from Udall 
‘& Ballou, and which he stated had dis- 
appeared from benéath his desk be- 
‘tween the time he left the store on 
Friday night and morning morning when 
he returned to work. The police suspect 
that the stolen jewels were placed in 
this bag. and that it may be checked 
in some.railroad station, shipping of- 
fice, hotel or other place. z 

It is nota suit case, as at first re- 
ported, but a tan leather traveling bag. 
It was bought on June 25 of P. Eck- 
hardt & Co., 37 East 21st Street, and 
was signed for by P. Jaccard, a young 
messenger employed by Udall & Ballou. 
Mr. Udall said yesterday that the trans- 
action was quite above board. Beck 
had ordered it on the firm’s stationery 
with their knowledge, on the excuse that 
he was buying it, for a customer of his.

former bookmiaker and commpitted suicide 
in September, 1909. He was found dead 
of gas poisoning in his home, 358 West 
127th Street. 

The police yesterday morning received 
from Udall & Ballou a°completed in- 
ventory and description of the stolen 
jewels, the whole report comprising 
sixty-eight closely typewritten sheets, 

The .revised figures fix the value of 
the, stolen goods at $98,276.68, earlier 
estimates having ranged from $100,000 
to $200,000. The thief stole 450 pieces of 
jewelry, ranging in value from a $30,000 
necklace to stick pins worth $12.50. At- 
tached to this costly necklace as a 
pendant was a pear-shaped blue dia- 
mond of 433-16 karats, valued at $20,- 

. It is thought the thief will have 
hard work to dispose of this blue dia- 
mond, at any rate.

| Folks Ordinance, with Dowling 


Amendment, Passed—No 
Censorship Clause. 


LAWMAKERS IN HOT TILT 


Mayor Pleased Over.Measure’s Pas- 
sage — Ends ‘Three Years’ Cam- 


paign to Protect ‘Movies’ Patrons. 


‘After a hot wrangle the Aldermen 
voted yesterday, 58 to 5, in favor of an 
ordinance to regulate moving picture 
shows. ‘The bill that was passed is 
practically the original Folks ordinance 
with an amendment added by Alderman 
Dowling, which provides that only ‘mov- 
ing picture houses of twenty or more 
feét in width shall be permitted to have 
and it ends a three years’ 
crusade by various civic, religious, and 
social bodies for moving picture legis- 
lation that will afford better protection 
to the public. The ordinance does not 
contain a censorship clause. 


Before the matter came up in the 
board Mayor Gaynor wrote to Alder- 


j}man Dowling, leader of the Tammany 


minority, asking him to take charge of 
the ordinance and try and have it 
passed. He wrote: ons 

“Tt is now going on four years since 
Finally I had a 
commission appointed which framed an 
ordinance. That ordinance was sent b 

e to your board in December, 1911, 
and in some way was given the name 
of a member of your board as though 
he was the author or sponsor of it. 
That has been one of the stumbling 
blocks in the way of passing the or- 
dinance. Those who took charge of the 
ordinance to pass it have been unable 
to do so. The reasons are very obvious 
to me and I suppose to others. The 
mismanagement has been continuous.

Alderman ‘Dowling in introducing: his 
amendment said the Mayor approved it. 
There was instant objection from Alder- 
man White, Tammany, who said it fav- 
ored influential moving picture man- 


‘agers who were trying to get a mo- 


nopoly. 

“This new bill,’ he said, ‘‘ says that 
all theatres of less than twenty feet in 
width cannot have baleonies.. Don't you 
See where this comes in? The majority 
of motion picture houses jn this city.are 
less than twenty feet in width, and all 
have galleries. If this bill is passed 
it will put out of business most of these 
small houses, so that the big fellows can 
step in and gobble up everything in 
sight. -The bill is not introduced for the 
public good, but in the 4nterest of these 
powerful men who are trying to gain 
a monopoly of the business.’’ 

When the amendmert was passed a 
vote was taken on the. Folks ordinance 
with it attached. Alderman Downing of 
Brooklyn in oppdsing it said: 

“'Phis man Folks is nothing more nor 
less than an instrument and tool of-our 
eaperaes eee 

“‘ You're a liar.”’ shouted Folks. 

_ With his fists clenched and one raised 
in a threatening manner Downing strode 
Over.’ to Folks and shouted back: 

“You're a liar.” 

Several Aldermen rushed hetween the 
two men _and restored peace. Both -Al- 
derman Folks and Curran voted in favor 
of the bill. The Mayor had this to say 
about it later: 

“Tam glad that the moving picture 
ordinance has béen passed at last. What 
a pity-it Was not passed three years or 
more ago: Meanwhile a large number 
of.moving picture: places have been built 
and.equipped without the requirements 
and restraints of an-ordinance. It is ‘too 
bad. But most things worth the while 
take time and patience. We now’ have 
in this city a moving picture ordinance 
that will serve as a model to all the 
cities of the country. It was framed by 
a commission of experts which. I ap- 
pointed for the purpose. There is no 
greater solace and comfort to the people 
of the city than these moving picture 
shows. -. And--they are great teachers. 
And there is. not so much as one in- 
decent_or immoral picture shown in the 
city...And now that we have this. or- 
dinance we have the health and safety 
and morals of everybody who attends 
these places completely safeguarded. 
Yes, this is one of the nights tnar I 
leave the City Hall happy, if I am ever 
otherwise than happy.” 

Alderman’ Folks declared it was a 
victory for the people. The Dowling 
amendment, he said, was entirely satis- 
factory. ;

Allowance of Escaped Incompetent. 


Supreme Court Justice Giegerich hand- 


ed down a decision yesterday denying the 
| application of John Armstrong Chaloner 


to have his allowance of $17,000 a year 


increased. Chaloner said his estate in 
New York State amounted to more than 
$14,500.000 and that his annual income 
was $100,000 a year. He was adjudged 
incompetent in this State, but escaped 
from the Bloomingdale State Hospital 
for the Insane and went to Virginia, 
where courts held him sane. 

Justice Giegerich was not satisfied, he 
said,-with the reasons assigned by Chal- 
oner for increasimg. his allowance. 
Among them was his desire to circulate 
a book of poems, extracts from which 
he caused to be published at the time 
he made. his application. Chaloner also 
said he needed more money to sustain 


‘his position in life, but failed to render 


to Justice Giegerich a convincing state- 
ment of his need of more money. 
Thomas T. Sherman is the legal cus- 
todian of Chaloner’s property in this 
State under the decree which still hoids 
him an incompetent in this jurisdiction. 

Chalonér is a brother of Lewis Stuyve- 
sant Chanler, once Lieutenant Governor, 
and of Robert Chanler, better known as 
“Sheriff. Bob.” Chaloner -resented his 
relatives’ actions in having him commit- 
ted-as an: insane person, and commented 
on. the marriage of his brother Robert 
the opera sing- 
er; with the now celebrated remark 
**Who’s loony now?” ,
